It is therefore beginning to dawn upon 
members of congress that they may be able 
to secure a voluntary system of federal super- 
vision which will not-interfere with the un- 
disputed right of the states, but which in the 
end will give the policy holders the protection | 
against fraud, extravagance, and misman- 
agement they thus far have been unable to 
secure. 

The railroads of the United States which 
do a business between the different states 
are subject to the control of the federal gov- 
ernment, but only as far as their interestate 
business is concerned. The Untted States 
‘can supervise a tariff from Michigan City 
to Chicago, which is an insignificant distance, 
but it cannot touch the rate for freight or 


passengers between Chicago and Cairo, un- 


less that traffic is en route to another state. 

In the same way the federal government 
can tax the circulation of a bank, but its 
real estate and personal property is subject 
to taxation by the state. 


No Clash of Authority. 

Federal control of life insurance would in 
no way interfere with the authority of the 
state. Every state can make regulations 
governing the conduct of business within 
its borders, and the federal government can- 
not interfere. No matter how far the pow- 
ers of the interstate commerce commission 
may be extended, the authority of the state 
railroad commissioner is not impaired in the 
slightest degree. 

The same condition would prevail in re- 
gard to ineurance. The right of the state 
insurance bureau to dictate the conduct of 
business in that state would not be dimin- 
ished by any amount of federal supervisign. 

President Roosevelt, In the message sent 
in last Tuesday, did not recommend the pas- 
gage of legislation putting the insurance 
companies under federal control. He was 
fully aware of the legal obstacles, and his 
suggestion was much more cautious. 

He recommended “ that the congress should 
aleo consider whether the ‘federal govern- 
ment has any power or owes any duty with 
respect to domestic transactions of insurance 
of an interstate character.“ 


Bill in Process of Making. 

This makes the subject clearly one for the 
judiciary committees of the two houses. 
While they are considering the constitution- 
al questions involved, it is quite likely a bill 


surance to federal supervision in return for 
which the United States would be expected to 
give some sort of a certificate of inspec- 
tion so that the policy holders might have a

Records of People’s to Be Open- 
ed, Showing Exactly What 
the Profits Are. 


MEAGHER GIVES FIGURES. 


Tells Committee Cost of Manu- 
facture Is 53.5 Cents a 
Thousand Feet. 


The People’s Gas company will open its 
books to show the city council how much it 
costs to manufacture gas and how much its 
present profit is on the distribution of the 
commodity. This promise was made to the 
council investigating committee yesterday by 
Attorney James F. Meagher, representing 
the People’s company. 

The agreement, which was reached at a 
session enlivened by spirited debate between 
the aldermen and the gas representatives, is 
that Mr. Meagher shall submit to the com- 
mittee the cost of the various items which 
enter into the manufacture and distribution 
of gas. The committee is then to appoint a 
certified accountant, who shall be permitted 
to examine the company’s books and verify 
the figures submitted. 

Mr. Meagher indépendently volunteered to 
submit the figures showing that it costs 58.5 
cents to manufacture gas, and, after a mo- 
ment’s hésitation, he agreed to the examina- 
‘tion of. the books by the committee's repre- 
ur ‘ 

‘subcommittee consisting of Chairman 
Leung and Ald. Raymer and Harkin was 
appointed to recommend an expert account- 
ant and such other expert witnesses as shall 
be deemed advisable. 


Unexpected Concession. 


The agreement to open the boc of the 
company to the committee vas a concession 
which none of the aidermen hoped to get. 
This much having been gained, it is believed 
that the committee will enter into a deeper 
investigation: and have che testimony of 
gas experts on the items of cost which may 
be submitted. 

The business ot the. session wae divided 
between City Statistician Grosser's argu- 
ment that the cost of making gas is really 
less than 48 cents a thousand feet and a 
cross-examination of Attorney Meagher on 
matters pertaining to the company’s re- 
ceipts and expenditures. Ald. Snow, who is 
not a member of the committee, but, by reso- 


— attorney some pertinent questions, which 
r 
heat. 
“I see by this report on vour company’ — 
finances since 1807,“ said the alderman, that 
your operating expenses have increased in 
greater proportion than your gross receipts. 
Why is it that in the case of the gas company 
there is not the steady increase of returns 
that you find in all other corporations?“ 


Sparsely Settled Districts Served. 

“Well, I am nota gas manufacturer.“ re- 
plied Mr. Meagher, “ but I would say that 
this ig due to increased cost of labor and of 
raw materials and to the tremendous expan- 
sion in our system of mains. Why, we have 
mains which have not yet paid the interest 
on the cost of the labor that put them in the 
ground. Unlike the Ogden company, which 
is situated in the richest gas consuming terri- 
tory in the city, the People’s company takes 
in the sparsely settled districts, where we 
shall not begin to makea profit till more con- 
sumers settle there.“ 
After this Ald. Snow said he had no further 
questions to ask, and Ald. Young then re- 
He said 
the statement made by the company failed 
to separate the item of manufacture from the 
em of distribution and asked Mr. Meagher 
if he would submit a detailed statement cov- 
"ering all items separately. 

“IT shall dosogiadly,’’ replied Mr. Meagher. 

“Then will you also permit an expert ac- 
countant or other representative of this com- 
mittee to examine your books and verify the 
items in your statement?’ asked Chairman 
Young.” —. 

Mr. Meagher hesitated a bit over thie sug- 
gestion, but finally said: 
Well. yes, I guess there will be no objeo- 
tion to that.“ 


Hot Debate Over Grosser’s Figures. 


Some of the hottest debate arose over the 
submission of figures on gas manufacture by 
Oity Statistician Hugo Grosser. He read 
t᷑rom the report of the bureau of labor statis- 
tics, compiled under the Altgeld administra- 
tion, the gas figures having been furnished 
by Prof. Bemis. According to this report it 
cost 64 cents a thousand feet to make gas in 
1887 and 43.8 cents in 1892. 

It there was this reduction in the cost 
from 1887 to 1802 there probably has been a 
similar reduction since,“ concluded Mr. 
Grosser. On the basis of the last figures 
the company now makes a profit of 87 pes 
cent on the cost of manufacture. At 75 cents 
a thousand it would make e profit of over 
40 per cent. On the basis or its $47,000,000 of 
tangible property and franchise 

Don't you know the People’s company 
doesn’t make that valuation?“ angrily inter- 
rupted Attorney Meagher. 

On the basis of that valuation,“ continued 
Mr. Grosser, ignoring the attorney, “ the 
company could charge 75 cents and still make 
a profit of 5 percent. Or on the basis of Its 
capitalization of $68,000,w0 it would make 
a profit of 3.45 per cent. Now, I find in this 
report that the Ogden company is capitalized 
at $5,000,000, while Brown’s manual gives it 
$10,000,000. I would like to ask Mr. Sullivan 
the correct capitalization.” 

AKh, then you admit that these books from 
which you are reading are not correct,“ said 
Roger Sullivan seizing the opportunity for 
which he had been waiting. ‘‘ You begin to 
realize that all the accurate information 
given you has come from us. And since you 
have violated the committee's rule by seek- 
ing information of me I want to call your 
attention to the fact that that report was 
made by Prof. Bemis, who was fighting the 
gas company at that time in 1895. Those are 
the statements of a man who hada hobby for 
fighting gas companies in this and every 
other city.” 


Universal Company Mystery. 


The aldermen tried.to find out something 
about the mysterious Universal Gas com- 
pany, but without much result. Ald. Ray- 
mer put Mr. Meagher on the grill, asking him 
how the Universal company Ustributes its 
product. 

It pumped through the mains of, the old 
Mutual company,” replied the attorney. 
“The People's company absorbed the Mu- 
tual, but it does not distribute gas for the 
Universal. The Universal sells gas for $1 a 
thousand feet, but it pays 10 per cent com- 
pensation to the. ty. We don’t deny that 
we buy gas from the Universal, but we buy 
it lawfully. The Universal has never done 
anything which would warrant a forfeiture of 
its franchise.“ 

“It is my conviction,” announced Ald. 
Raymer, “ that the Universal company man- 
ufactures more than 25 per cent of the gas 
consumed in Chicago. Why, only the other 
day a city gas inspector named Walsh re- 
ported to the finance committee that the em- 
ployés of the People’s company make con- 
nectiogs for the Universal company, and 
that when consumers apply to the Universal 
for gas they are refused and have to go to 
the People’s company. 

“Now, the Universal retails gas for 90 
cents. I for one would like to know for how 
much it sells that gas at wholesale to the 
People’s company. That might guide us in 
discovering how much it costs to manufac- 
ture gas, and if we could see the books of the 
gas company we might find out.“ 

“We do not propose to show our books for 
that purpose,” said Attorney Meagher.

TO DEFY GERMANY

Assistant Secrétary of State Bacon. Mr. 
Bacon subsequently went to the White house 
and left a statement of the facts with the 
president. : 

THe TRIBUNE correspondent saw Mr. 
Nabuco this afternoon and was informed he 
had received a dispatch from Baron Rie 
Branco, Brazilian minister for foreign af- 
fairs, of the following tenor: 

. Sallors from the German gunboat Pan- 

ther; led by officers:in civilian dress, landed 

on the morning of Nov. 27 at Itajahy, Santa 
Catharina, and forced the owner of the 
‘Hotel Commercial to deliver to them a young 
German named Steinhoffer, who had evaded 

‘military service; and took him on board their 

ship-and put him in prison. This is the re- 
sult of our inquiry. The Panther entered the 
harbor of Rio Grande de Sul yesterday.“ 

With these facts before the Brazilian gov- 
ernment, it at once démanded of the German 
government that it disavow the act of the 
commander of the Panther and release Stein- 


‘hoffer. No hesitancy was displayed; on the 


‘other hand, there was vigor and decision 


which can have left no doubt In the minds of 


the German authorities that Brazil means 
business: 


Brazil’s Navy on Panther’s Trail. 


rante Tamandare of 4.587 tons displacement, 
Barroso of 8,450 tons, and Benjamin Con- 
stant of 2,750 tons, to Rio Grande de Sul. 
These ships have been instructed to follow 
the Panther, which has an unsavory reputa- 
tion for interfering in American affairs, and 
to prevent it from leaving Brazilian waters 
without surrendering Steinhoffer. 

Mr. Nabuco cannot conceive that the Ger- 
man government authorized the commander 
of the Panther to adopt a policy in Brazil 
such as indicated by the arrest of Steinhoffer. 
“Our sentiments toward Germany,” he 
ald, always were of the most cordial kind 
and we feel quite surrpised at this gratuitous 
offense given us by a German man of war. 
Our present foreign secretary, Baron de Rio 
Branco, has been minister in Berlin and he 
feels. the strongest sympathy for the German 
people. The leading man in our cabinet, in 
matters of national development of the coun- 
try, Mr. Lauro Muller, is a son of Prussian 
immigrants. The special character of this 
aggression is that it strikes at the root of 
German immigration to Brazil, as it is cal- 
culated to leave a ferment in the minds of 
both nations, if a conflict were to develop 
through denial of the reparation. 


Prisoner Must Be Returned. 

“Of course, we are bound to ask first of 
all for the restitution of the prisoner on the 
Panther and then for a condemnation of the 
capture. Every man of war that enten a 
foreign port is treated as an honored guest 
of the nation whose flag it salutes, and is ex- 
pected to behave accordingly. Hostile acts 
done in disguise should be frankly disavowed. 
I hope the action was not taken purposely, 
but in ignorance of international law, and 
that Brazil will receive full redress.“ 

“But the papers say,” it was suggested, 
“that you are sending some cruisers after 
the Panther.“ 

„Well, since the Panther, after leaving 
Banta Catharina, went to Rio Grande with 
the prisoner, it is natural that we should 
follow attentively ite course on our coast, as 
it might play again the part of a recruiting 
boat. It is by all means an ominous inci- 
dent, as it is generally acts of this kind that 
start bad feeling between two friendly na- 
tions. As I said, we were always most mind- 
ful of our good relations with Germany and 
sanguine about them. Only yesterday I tele- 
graphed home for details upon German 
colonization in Brazil in order to dispel the 
fear of a German danger entertained by 
some here. Acts like that ofthe Panther 
suffice to create the same feeling with us, 
and that is unfortunate in every respect.” 


Action of Gunboat Amazes. 
Inquiry at the state Gepartment developed 
the existence of considerable astonishment 
at the action of the commander of the Pan- 
ther, and general approval of the vigorous 
measures taken by the Brazilian government, 
as reported by Mr. Nabuco.

, Bankers Applaud Suggestions. 

The views of the governor were listened 
to by over 100 of the more prominent bank- 
ers in the city. - Frequent applause greeted 
his suggestions for the eradication of exist- 
ing financial evils, and at the close of the 
address the speaker exhorted his hearers 
to lend their codperation o some definite 
movement to achieve the desired end. G. M. 
Reynolds ‘presided at the dinnér and intro- 
duced the governor, who spoke in part as 
follows: 

“I suppose, I think, yes, I believe that 
bankers are a conservative people. They 
ought to be conservative, because they deal 
with other people's money. A man may be 
radical with his own ideas and his own 
money. 

Now, there is throughout this country 


,at present a fanatic appeal for legislation, 


which if enacted will result only in disaster 


to this country. There is in this country, as 


in others, a class of furious, fervid, enthusi- 
astic reformers, who cut and slash at all 
that is, who see only defects in business and 
society. There is another class of idle, worth- 
less loafers and drones, who usually have 
all they want and more than they deserve 
and are set absolutely against any advance. 
Midway there is a third class—the conserva- 
tives, to which you belong. 


Square Banker Demands Stability. 

I believe it to be true of the square banker 
and the square gamblier—understand, I do 
not associate these terms,“ the governor 
hastened to explain as he saw here and there 
a banker looking askance. ‘“‘I am not using 
the term gambler in its disparaging sense— 
not speaking of the coon who shoots craps, 
or the fellow who plays poker, both noble 
forms of that craft—what I say is that the 
square banker and the square gambler occupy 
opposite poles of the world ot finunce. The 
square banker demands stability and perma- 
nence; the square gambler demands uncer- 
tainty, instability, vagueneas, and ignorance 
of values. 

There ts one class of corporations capi- 
talized on their profits in extraordinary times 
of prosperity, another that capitalizes the 
genius of a particular management or con- 
ductor, knowing full well that capacity can- 
not be permanent, and a third sort, which 
capitallses without regard to values, but 
with a view only to the ability of the market 
to absorb. 

In this country today, you observe a gam- 
blers’ market instead of a bankers’ market 
of securities. It is no wonder that values 
fluctuate 50 points a week and 20 points a day, 
no wonder your business is disturbed, as

A Yates conference of northern I[linois 
counties hela yesterday without Yates came 
to the conclusion that the support of the 
Cook county republican organization was 
the one imperative essential in any campaign 
the ex-governor might undertake for the 
United States senate. It is probable that 
a committee will be appointed to find out 
from Pease, Re@dick, Busse, Hanberg, et 
al. if Yates can secure it. 

Representatives from fourteen counties, 
who had been invited to meet Yates came 
together at the Great Northern hotel. The 
former governor did not reach Chicago untill 
. 5 o'clock, and then he was transferred di- 
rectly to the Baltimore and Ohio railroad 
and went on to Washington. 

The continuous political talk of the last 
five days in Springfield proved too much for 
his system, and Friday night when he should 
have taken a train for Chicago he was ill. 
He took the noon train out of Springfield on 
the Chicago and Alton.

Ex-Captain’s 180 Shares Taken by Chi- 
cago National League Ball Club at 
Par, Representing Deal of $13,000. 


Through the purchase of the 130 shares of 
stock held for so many years by Adrian C. 
Anson, ex- captain and manager of the west 
side baseball team, the Taft syndicate, repre- 
sented by Charles W. Murphy, successor to 
James A. Hart as president of the club, is 
now in full control of the Chicago National 


league club. 

Announcement of the tranefer. was not 
made until yesterday afternoon, although the 
deal was closed before Capt. Anson went to 
Marshalitown, Ia., more than two weeks ago 
to attend the deathbed of his father. The 
city clerk has been there since, but is expect- 


ed back this morning. 


Par Paid for Stock. 

While President Murphy has not made 
any official statement in the matter, it is 
said by one close to Anson that par was paid 
for the stock, and that the transfer involved 
$13,000. ‘ 

The Anson stock has been one of the base- 
ball jokes of Chicago for years. When the 
captain was in his prime and winning pen- 
nants för A. G. Spalding that miagnate, in 
grateful remembrauce of the captain's work, 
presented him with the block of stock. When 
the crisis came which marked Anson's re- 
tirement from the team the veteran, using 
his stock for a nucleus, endeavored to ge- 
cure control of the club. He had an option 
for $160,000, but he failed to secure the nec- 
essary capital to swing the deal, and James 
A. Hart remained in charge. 


That Dividend Joke. 

Anson and Hart were not on the friendtiest 
of terms, and with the captain out of the 
saddle, those 130 shares represented nothing 
more than so much blank paper. Regularly 
once a year Anson visited the baseball head- 
quarters in the Fisher building in search of 
dividends, only to be frigidly told there was 
nothing doing. With the recent transfer 
in ownership the Anson stock assumed a 
value which resulted in the present city’ clerk 
realizing handsomely on what he long had 
regarded as a poor investment.

Results in Radical Action 
Being Taken. 


OPEN GAME IS FAVORE D. 


Suggestions to Lessen Brutality. 
and for Additional Umpire 
Acceptable. i 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 9%.—[{Special-j— 
There will be a big change in the game of 
football next year. This is assured by the 
result of the meeting of the rules committee 


held tonight at the home of George McFad- 


den, chairman of Penmsylvania'’s football 
committee. After being in session several — 
hours and having elected Dr. Dashiel of the 
Naval academy chairman of the committee 
the following statement was given out for 
publiea tion: cy 

The committee is in favor of action look- 
ing to the opening up of the game, lessening 
brutality, and the placing of the appoint- 
ment of officials for the games in control of 
a cemtral body and rendering evasion of the 
rules unprofltable.“ 

The statement of all the members of the 
committee made during a recess shows that 
they are strongly in favor of making the 
game more open by increasing the distance 
to be gained from five to ten yards and limit- 
ing the defense to such proportions that it 
will make the more open style not only able 
to gain ground, but more desirable to use. 
The appointment of two umpires inatead of 
one, in addition to the referee, is almost as- 
sured. The duties of the extra officia) will 
be defined as being especially to look after 
the position of the men, to watch for rough 
work, and to inflict penakies. The idea in 
having two umpires is that they will be able 
to see more, and, as a member of the com- 
mittee expressed it, one will lend moral sup- 
port to the other when it becomes necessa r 
to deal out penalties. 


Favor Penalty for Brutality. 

All were in favor of making the penalties 
against roughness greater than they are xis: 
present and to punish brutality or intentions! 
roughness with disqualification. 
representing Pennsylvania, and Dr. Dashiel 
favored making the punishment for such of- 
fense disqualification of the player without’ 
privilege of substitution for ten minutes. 

All the members of the committee attended 
the meeting. Harvard was represented’ by 
“Bil” Reid, instead of Robert D. Wrenn. 
As Reid has been in close touch with the situ- 
ation and has held conferences with Roose- 
velt it was probably the reason he was se" 
lected to represent Harvard. 

The committee announced tonight that it 


was expected the matter would be settled 
The members 


before the first of the year. 
will meet almost continuously until the rules 
are put into such shape that they can be pre- 
sented to the public in intelligent form. 
Penneylvania was well primed for the meet- 
ing. The board of coaches mapped out a 
change in the rules which it offered, saying 
at the same time Pennsylvania was ready to 
accept any reasonable changes presented. 
Suggestions made by L. M. Dennis of Cor- 
nell, before the meeting, were much in accord: 

with the views presented by Pennsylvania. 


No Action by Harvard Committee. 


Reid of Harvard stated the committee ap- 
pointed to consider Harvard’s position on 
changes in rules had just been appointed 
and had not yet had timè to méet and formu- 
late specific suggestions. The present meet- 
ing of the rules committee had been called 
so unexpectedly that it was impossible to 
present Harvard's position at tonight's méet- 
ing. It was stated that the meeting of the 
Harvard committee would be called and ac- 
tion taken before the next session of the 
rules committee. 

Walter Camp of Yale said he was in favor 
of a change increasing the yards to be gained 
in three downs from five to ten, and sug~ 
gested an increase in penalties for roughness 
and not tackling below the knees, and no 
hurdling. He desired a more specific defini- 
tion of holding and how men in the line 
should use their arms. He also stood fora 
more open game with less brutality. 

Prof. Dennis said Cornell was in sympathy 
with the general sentiment of the commit- 
tee in regard to opening up he game. He sug- 
gested a modification of the position of play- 
ers both on offense and defense or the adop- 
tion of a rule declaring that when the ball ia 
kicked every member of the team on offense 
is an his side. He said that in his opinion 
it gould open the game beautifully. 


Stagg Suggests Two Rules for Game. 

Coach Stagg of Chicago brought forth a 
suggestion that there will be two rules for 
the game, one for school boys and another for 
college men. In that way he hopes to take 
away from the colleges the blame that has 
fallen upon them through accidents to school 
boys. Mr. Stagg favors the umpire system, 
whose particular duties will be to see all 
fouls committed and to enforce the rules. 
He was the member who thought the umpire 
needed a little moral support on the field, 
He believes in disqualification for intentional 
roughness and penalties of from 15 to 25 
yards for unnecessary roughness.. He makes 
the distinction between intentional and un- 
necessary roughness, and that is one of the 
reasons why he wants two umpires. 

Mr. Stagg favors the gain of ten yards in 
four downs—not three downs, as others sug- 
gested. Pennsylvania at once said it would 
agree to that. When the proper time came. 
Mr. Stagg said, he had several plans to sug 
gest in the drawing up of the rules, : 


Princeton Member Is Conservative. 

Prof. Fine of Princeton was conservative 
in his statement of Princeton's position. He 
said he believed in increasing the distance 
to be gained, coupled with the weakening of 
the defense. He also belſeved in changes 
of the rules regarding penalties, and suggest- 
ed some rule governing tackling, On the la-t 
point he was not ready to talk, but though: 
tackling should be higher. He favored: tlic 
two umpire scheme. 

Dr. Dashiell favored the gaining of eight. 
yards in three downs; of having seven men 
in the-line of scrimmage by the attacking 
side, and the team on the defense with five 
men in line, and with the remainitg men 
as much as two yards back. He favored: the 
double umpire system, the extra official hav- 
ing as special duties the watching of the po- 
sition of the men on attack and defense and 
offside play; the extra official to be author- 
ized to disqualify players the same as the 
other two officials. He was not opposed to 
the suggested change of gaining ten yards 
in three downs, and merely suggested eight 
yards as a compromise. In the case of « 
player being disqualified he favored no sub- 
stitution being made for ten minutes. Mr. 
Dashiell said he thought the forward passes 
back of the line of scrimmage would be a 
splendid institution, and backed up Pennsyl- 
vania on that point. 


Changes Suggested by Penn. 
To bring about more open play Pennsy!- 
vania suggested the following changes: 
Forward passing permissible back of the 
line scrimmage; team on defense shall not: 
have more than six men on the line of scrim~- 
mage; of players back of the line three must 
be at least five yards back of the line and the 
remaining players back of the line if with- 
in five yards must be inside of two players on 
the ends of the line of scrimmage. On of- 
fense the side having the ball must gain ten 
yards on three downs or forfeit the same to 
the other side. There should be an official — 
board of umpires and referees chosen in ad- 
vance of the football season and assigned ta 
respective games by some duly corstityted ~ 
authority. 
In Pennsylvania’s thoughts for the opening

Breaking Into Professional Baseball. 


Sam Thompson’s Introduction 
fo the Great National Game. 

Ball players on small teams, in country 
towns, in prairie and vacant lot leagues, 
write me continually and ask: “ How 
can I break in?” 

The only answer I can give is to break. 

Perhaps the best way to answer them 
is to tell how the great ball players of 
the past and present have managed to 
break into the game and into fast com- 
pany. Incidentally, it is sad to think that, 
perhaps, there are as many good ball 
players who haven't found it out as there 
are. dad ball players who believe them- 
selves good. The past proves that there 
are ball players to be discovered, even 
after Barney Dreyfuss and Ted Sullivan 
have finished scouting.

Sammy Thompson, who was one of the 
best major league players that ever lived, 
broke in by accident. That was away 
back in the days when Dan O'Leary was 
manager of the Indians of Indianapolis, 
the club that fought the old Chicago stone- 
wall toa finish. The Indians were sched- 
uled to play an exhibition game at Dan- 
ville, Ind., and when they arrived they 
found the Danville manager in distress 
because his star player had to work that 
day and could not play. 

“Is he a good player?’ asked O' Leary. 

He's quite some player, said the local 
manager, but he can’t play today.” 

Where is he?” 

He's clapboarding a house three miles 
down the state pike.” 

The upshot of it was that the two mana- 
gers drove out to see Mr. Sam Thomp- 
son. As they balled him, a tall, awkward 
looking young man climbed down a lad- 
der and crawled over the fence into the 
road. 

“T’d like to play,” he said, “I'd rather 
play ball than eat, but, honestly, I can’t 
afford to lose half a day's pay.“ 

How much do you get a day? asked 
O’ Leary. - 

“Three dollars,“ responded Thompson. 

“I'll give you $5 to play against us this 
afternoon,” remarked the Indian. 

And Sammy played.. Before the game 
was two innings old O'Leary was rather 
regretting his bargain, for Thompson 
slammed the ball over the center field 
fence the first time up, and Kept right of 
slugging—and it was only by ‘desperate 
efforts that the Indians won out 13 to 11. 

That night Thompson signed an In- 
dianapoligs contract. He demanded §75 a 
month, and O'Leary filled in the contract 
for 3150. 

Thompson opened at Philadelphia for his 
first game in fast company—and hit the 
ball over the right field wall.

Jack Powell is and has been a star for 
years. He was a prairie leaguer in Chi- 
cago and used fo practice every morning 
on the west sidé grounds. Jim Ryan and 
I argued ourselves blue in the face try- 
ing to get him a job with the Chicago 
National leaguers, but he was refused 
the opportunity, although Griffith, then 
Chicago’s star, declared him a wonder. 
He made good, though, the moment St. 
Louis gave him a chance.

Johnny Evers Is Thrown In, 
with a Pitcher, for Good Measure. 


Johnny Evers, the crack little second 
baseman of the Chicago Nationals, made 
one of the strangest entries in my recol- 
lection. He lived in Troy, N. I., where his 
father was in business, and he was a base- 
ball crank. One afternoon he paid ad- 
mission to get into the game. Before 
play started the Troy second baseman got 
sick and the manager called upon Evers 
to play. The little fellow remembered 
that his kid brother was at a knot hole 
outside the fence and argued that, if he 
played, his brother should be admitted 
free, but Manager Barron refused, so 
Evers borrowed 25 cents and staked his 
kid brother. He kept right on playing 
and that fall he was thrown in with 
Pitcher Hardy, whom Selee bought. At 
Philadelphia, Link Lowe’s leg gave out, 
and Selee wired for Evers. The little fel- 
low purchased & new derby hat, the first 
he ever owned, ana boarded the train for 
New York. He never had ridden so far 
—and he did not know what a sleeper was, 
so he sat up all night. He arrived in 
New York early in the morning and stood 
around the Forty-second street station, 
waiting for the train for Philadeiphia, for 
hours, until finally instructed to go to 
Jersey City. He reached Philadelphia at 
noon, without sleep or food, jumped into 
a uniform. and played both ends of a 

double header. He made four errors in

the two games, and then played twenty- 
three errorless games in succession. 

Once upon a time, long, long ago, I was 
sent on a hurry up chase up into Minne- 
sota to get a big pitcher. He had pitched 
wonderful semi-profegstonal ball the year 
before, had been signed to a contract, and 
then hesitated about going that far away 
from home. : 

I arrived in his home town in the after- 
noon, and, although the thermometers 
were freezing, was told to walk a mile out 
to the house. It wae at least 18° below 
zero. When I arrived at the house I found 
the father of our pitcher, who told me his 
boy was in the barn, so I ran out there. 
He wes inside the barn pitching to his 
sistér, wha, equipped with a mitt made of 
bran and flour sacking, was back stopping 
in great shape. 

It took twenty-four hours of argument 
to get that boy away from home, but he 
came and he pitched good ball. 

I saw him one day in June a year later. 
The day was chilly and damp. “ Work- 
ag today, Rog?” I asked. 

“Yes. What do you think of this guy 
puttin’ me in a day like this. He ought 
to know I'm a hot weather pitcher.”

Fielder Jones Makes Four 
Safeties and Is Signed. 


Fielder Jones, now manager of the White 
Stockings, got into fast company unex- 
pectediy. He was a good ball player, but 
no one knew it; not even himself, and he 
was content to play in the outfield for the 
semi-pro. team at Hornelieville, N. T. One 
day Tom Burns and his Springfield (Mass.) 
championship team dropped off the train 
at Hornell ville to play an exhibition. 
Jimmy Callahan was pitching for Spring- 
field and he was good. The first time up 
Jones rapped out a hit, the second time 
Callahan. tried to fool him, but he cracked 
out another. The third time Jones ap- 
peared he poked a beauty over short, and 
the fourth time up Callahan put on all his 
steam and curves, but Jones got another 
one. He signed a contract with Spring- 
field after the game and appeared at the 
station with his flannel uniform shirt, a 
tall crowned, narrow brimmed straw Hat, 
and a Prinee Albert coat. All that year he 
was Farmer Jones,, and then Brook- 
lyn grabbed him because he led the East- 
ern league in hitting. 

Barney Dreyfuss is one of the best find- 
ers of ball players in the world. He keeps 
a little book in his vest pocket that has in 
it the averages of about 700 bal players 
in all parts of the world. Whenever the 
figures of @ certain man begin to look 
promising Barney goes on a still hunt. 
He never announces himself, but watches 
his man play ball. He found Hans Waz- 
ner by slipping up toe Homestead one day 
and standing up on a buggy seat outeide 
the grounds to watch Hahnus practice. 
Then he paid admission to the game and 
captured one of the richest finds of base- 
ball. 

The way Barney found Sammy Leever 
was odd. Some one tipped it off to him 
that there was a school teacher up in 
southern Ohto who could pitch and Barney 
went after him. He landed at Goshen, O., 
and hoofed it out to a little red brick 
school house, a couple of miles from town. 
Then he sat down on the fence across the 
road and waited for recess. Recess came 
and Barney sat there while Leever played 
Anthony Over with his pupils. Whenever 
Sammy got the ball he pitched a curve 
ball half way around the school house. 
Barney took a post-graduate course at 
Leever’s university that afternoon and 
then signed up the schoolmaster.

It is probable that after his engagements as 
a 3 year old have been filled Silkio may go 
to Europe, Splan having a good clientéle 
in that part of the world. Splan writes me 
that Silkio, although not much on size, “is 
the most perfect made animal I ever saw,” 
and that, as, Nancy Hanks and other trot- 
ters not oversized had done well even in the 
free to all classes, he thought there was a 
chance for Silkio to hold his own with nags 
of greater stature than himself. 

Cresceus is to be trained next season, that 
announcement coming from the headquar- 
ters of the horse at Minneapolis, and the as- 
sertion is made that the horse’s owner “is 
confident that the record of 2:02½ will be re- 
duced a bit before the close of 19080. 


Doubt Cresceus’ Chances. 

It is two years since Cresceus made his 
last public appearance and during that time 
the thorse has not been given any fast miles. 
That he can. be “ resurrected,’’ as horsemen 
put it, is extremely doubtful. The men of 
most expertence in the fitting of trotters and 
pacers do not take kindly to the job of get- 
ting into order a horse that has been “ let 
up for two years. A few seasons ago it 
was aunounced with a great flourish of 
trumpets: that the stallion Arion would be 
taken from the stud and raced in some big 
events. Now if ever there was a horse that 
it was excusable to train again after he had 
been ir the stud Arion was the nag. His 2 
year old. record of 2:10% to high wheels was 
such an overwhelmingly impressive per- 
formarce that his subsequent mark of 2:07%, 
made, I believe, at 4 years of age, did not 
look like the full measure of the stallion’s 
speed. 

When Arion was putin training as an aged 
herse everything went along swimmingly up 
to a certain point. He took his slow work 
like a colt, and when given his head for a 
spurt soon showed his trainer that all the old 
time speed was there and on tap whenever 
wanted In fact, up to the day of his first 
race Arion looked like a good thing. But 


3 ‘when it came to actual contests with horses 


that could make him earry his clip for the 
full mile he was a lamentable failure. He 
could go a part of the mile as weil as ever, 
and his way of doing the work was perfec- 
tion, but he ran down like a sand glass after 
the homestretch was reached and soon 


4 showed that he did not have a chance in the 


class where his record put him. 
Horsemen Interested in Experiment. 


It will be of interest to horsemen to watch 
how the experiment with Creseeus event- 
wates. Ketcham, who drove the horse to his 
mark of 2:02½, never has, so far as I know, 


3 laid claim to any great skill as a condi- 


tioner, and he once told me that as a matter 
of. fact Cresceus was a remarkably easy 
horse to train and race. Hersey, the young 
man who will undertake the reviving of the 
stallion, has become known to the public 
through driving Dan Patch in his trials 
against the watch the last two seasons, and 
in that capacity he certainly has achieved 
success. It is not a difficult matter, how- 
to drive a horse like the son of Joe 
Patchen, and the job is made still easier 
when there is an accomplished reinsman 
like Scott Hudson or Charlie Dean to handle 
the accompanying runner and set the pace. 
But if Hersey can put Cresceus in order 
to equal or beat his 2:02½ mark he will have 
done something entitling him to a place 
among the first trainers and drivers of the 
world. The only man I ever heard of taking 
@ supposed dead one in the trotting 
world and making him as good or better than 
ever was T. J. Dunbar of Milwaukee. A 
good many years ago there was owned in 


. 4 Cleveland a trotter called Clingstone which, 


under the management of George Saunders, 
took a record of 2:14 to high wheels. Cling- 


stone was pretty close to the champion race- 


“} horse trotter of his day, and yet, after he 
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had been on the scrap heap for a couple of 
years or more, Dunbar took him in hand 
and at the first time of asking turned the 
Cleveland track with him in 2:14. More 
than this, he hitched him double with Guy, 
a crazy headed but fast little trotter in the 
stable of the man who owned Clingstone, 
and drove the pair in 2:17, which was best 
on record in those days. 


“Sling Mud” at Dan Patch. 


Apropos of Cresceus, another horse in the 
game stable, Dan Patch, is being made just 
now the target for a good deal of mud sling- 
ing by an eastern paper, which insinuates 
that the famous pacer’s time trials at 
Memphis this fall were hole in the corner 
affairs that should be frowned upon. Un-

Cresceus’ Makeup Is Criticised. 


What Cresceus will accomplish in the 
stud is of course problematical, but the sale 
of the horse has brought up the subject 
among those interested in light harness 
horses. As a rule, while a good many critics 
do not like the general makeup of Cresceus 
from a purely physical standpoint, they 
argue that a horse of his temperament, com- 
bined with as much speed as he possesses, 
must get some fast trotters, especially when 
the quality of the mares he has been mated 
with during the last three or four years is 
considered. Enough good mares will make 
any horse more or less famous. 

When Messenger Duroc was on earth he 
was owned.by a man who believed thoroughly 
in the horse, although not many other people 
did. Messenger’ Duroc was surrounded with 
the best band of broodmares in the land at 
that time, andin the course of his reasonably 
long life he got some trotters from them, 
although as.a rule his get were notoriously 
faint hearted. But if the owner of the 
stallion was fooled the rest of the breeding 
world was not, and no one thought of keep- 
ing a son of Messenger Duroc for breeding 
purposes. Today the blood is as thoroughly 
absent from harness horse pedigrees as if it 
had never existed. 

For the reason that breeders are not the 
class of men to be fooled at their own game 
it is Impossible to put any stallion on a 
pinnacle and keep him there unless he can 
do his own balancing. After a reasonable 
time the breeding world demands that the 
produce of a stallion show whether or not 
they have speed and can race well. Also 
these same critics consider with excellent 
judgment the number and class of mares with 
which any horse has been mated, and they 
are going to give those mares the credit 
that is due them if any of their foals turn 
out to be race nags. With stallion fees as 
absurdly high as they are in this country, it 
is right that.a high standard should be es- 
tablished. After Arion had been sold for 
$125,000 on the.strength of his 2:10% mile 
as a 2 year old, he was sent to the stud ata 
fee of $2,500, and it is of record that a few 
soft marks fell for it. It was not long, how- 
ever, until a man could breed a mare to 
Arion for $100, and that was more like it, 
when the percentage of speed sired by the 
son of Blectioneer was taken into consid- 


eration. 
Real Money Is Scarce. 

The stallions which stand at top fees do not, 
ordinarily, get many mares outside those of 
their owners. Ot course, there isa lot-of talk 
about wnat is being done, put tne rea! money 
does not come in as people on the outside 
of the game would believe. The owner of 
Phallas, who was champion in his day, once 
confided to me that after that horse was 
at the top of, the heap among entire trotters 
and had entered the stud at a fee of $300 
there were exactly three outside mares bred 
to him the first year which paid the fee. 

Cresceus, for the reason that he far out- 
classed all the trotters which had been seen 
previous to his day, and was in a class by 
himself when it came to both speed, game- 
nese, and racing ability, has been better pat- 
ronized than any other champion ‘trotting 
stallion in the same length of time after get- 
ting to the top ot-the tree. He bas been 
mated with so many maree with fast trotting 
and pacing records, and of excellent. blood 
lines besides, that he is certain to sire some 
fast performers from them. But when the 
halcyon days of early prestige have passed 
every champion stallion has to make good 
to the extent that his produce must trot fast 
and race well, otherwise he goes to the scrap 
heap. 

Expect Much of Ethel’s Pride. 

W. J. Andrews, one of the most accom- 
plished reinsmen this country has produced, 
thinks the trotting mare, Ethel's Pride, will 
take a record of 2:04 or.better next season if 
trained for a trip against the watch. During 
the greater part of last season Andrews had 
charge of Ethel’s Pride, and it was with him 
in the sulay that she won the Transylvania 
at Lexington in October, ‘taking a record of 
2 :06% in 80 doing.

New Haven, Conn., Dec. 9.—It is stated on 
high authority that the academic faculty of 
Yale university soon will consider a measure 
for the restriction of athietic abuses. The 
plan as outlined is the appointment of a com- 
mittee to act partly in codSperation with the 
committee of three which is now investigat- 
ing the athletic question. Another branch of 
the plan is a notéfication‘o the athletic man- 
agers that certain existing abuses must be 
corrected, or at least greatly modified, if 
the control of athletics is to continue in 
undergraduate hands. The particular abuses 
at which the investigation is to be aimed are 
lavishness of athletic expenditure and failure 
of full publicity in athletic accounts.

of the present session of the legislature—in 
fact, the most important event im the history 
of the third republic—occurred on Wednesday 


six, passed the measure already adopted by 
the chamber of deputies separating church 
and state. 

The minority, comprising Catholics and 
moderate republicans, lke M. Meline, vig- 
orously combated the measure, the former 
in the name ot the church and the latter in 
the name of the republic. 

In either case the speeches lacked logic 
or sincerity, for, the republic and church 
being constantly at daggers’ points, it stands 
to reason that one and the same law could 
not be inimical to both. The fact is that, up 
to the present time, Catholics have been 
anti-republican, which is natural, seeing that 
the principles of the repyblic and those of 
the church are contradictory. 


Church Must Cease Criticisms. 

This hostility now must cease, for, as one 
of the orators said, if the church associations 
formed under the new law become hotbeds 
of reaction amd civil war, then the law will 
become a law of reprisals, while on the con- 
trary, if the Catholics learn that in fighting 
against the republic they cause the repub- 
licans te hate the name of religion, and, be- 


‘ing real followers of Christ, cease their 


fight against the republic, then the law of 
separation will mean their prosperity. 
Intelligent Catholics admit that the church 
can develop under the law. This is the opin- 
ion of the sacred college and the pepe. There- 
fore it is the part of Catholics to make peace 
and no longer cofifmund religion and politics. 


Wanted—Intelligent Bishops. 

It is to be hoped that the pope, who here- 
after will have sole power in creating bishops, 
will confine his choice to those who are in- 
telligent and liberal, and moreover, that the 
church assoclatlons under their guidance 
will confine their efforts to religion and ideas 
of fraternity. Great good may come from 
the present crisis. In any case, France and 
the church each holds its destiny in its own 
hands. 

The republican groups seem to be agreed on 
the public ballot instead of the secret ballot 
for presidential and legislative elections, I 
already have explained that this measure, 80 
hotly debated, is intended to bar the road 
to the presidency to Doumer. He has strong 
supporters, but his hopes of election are 
founded on a queer coalition of the Catholics 
with a certain section of the extreme left. 


Secret Ballots a Necessity. 

Buch a coalition ff possible would necessi- 
tate secret balloting becoming impossible if 
the balloting is public; for, if the names of 
voters are known not a single republican 
would go With the Catholics. That would be 
Tending. timeelf out of his party. 

The chamber hes passed the first article 
of the workingmeén's pension bill. This pro- 
vides for a pension of $74 per year to the 
laborer in the city after his sixtieth year, 
and $48 to the man who lives in the coun- 
try.

Hurt by Germany's III-Feeling. 

France has been interested this week in 
two documents—viz.: the speech of Von Bu- 
low in the reichstag and President Roose- 
velts message to congress. The former 
brought but moderate satisfaction here. If 
we showed ill feeling toward Germany we 
have explated the fault by the immolation 
of Delcasse. It now is Germany’s term to 
show herself crabbed toward France. 

The words of Von Bülow certainly mani- 
feasted none of that friendliness we have 
merited by our condescension, not to say 
obedience, to German politicians as regards 
Morocco. The kaiser alleged that our rela- 
tions were correct, but he did not call them 
cordlal. Correct is good enough for us, 
but it ie not Von Bülow who will make them 
cordial. 


Like Roosevelt’s Message. 

As for Mr. Roosevelt's message, it was re- 
ceived here with respect and enthusiasm, It 
has the merit of putting in a true light the 
question which we twist about at pleasure 
according to our private views, that of mil- 


itarism. 


Roosevelt’s good, common sense. We should 
all seek to render peace perpetual and war 
impossible, but we shouldn't act as if this 
already was accomplished. There probably 
will be more wars, and the country which 
hopes to be respected must be strong and 
never prefer ignominious peace. 

Mr. Roosevelt has read a great lesson to 
the entire world here in France, and we are 
grateful for it. J. CORNELY.

LONDON, Dec. 9.—In connection with the 
collapse of the roof of the Charing Cross

The wrecking of the Avenue theater, 
renamed the Playhouse, which had been 
almost rebuilt by Cecil Maude, is a 
serious enough loss, but the disaster spelle 
ruin to the tradesmen in the streets close 
by the station. With a view to the safety 
of the public, the police closed the greater 
part of the Villiers street fagade, which 
faces the Charing Cross underground sta- 
tion, and à long stretch of raven street, 


and all trade in these thoroughfares is at a 
standstill. In the facade thereare nine shops, 


while in Villlers street there are thirteen | 


shops and two public houses, in addition to 
Gatti’s restaurant, with dining accommoda- 

lons for 170 people and thirty billiard tables. 
The portion of Craven street that is affected 
contains some forty private hotels. The loss 
to the shops alone is estimated a . $25,000. 


Is London Being Undermined? 

This extraordinary, and up to the present 
time, unaccountable, disaster has drawn at- 
tention to the honeycombing of London by 
the construction of so many electric tubes. 
It will be remembered that some time ago 
ominous cracks in the walle of St. Paul's 
cathedral, Westminster abbey, the Bank of 
England, and other. public buildings were 
attributed to underground workings through 
the draining off of water from the soll, thus 
causing a shrinkage and the natural conse- 
quence, a subsidence of the heavy founda- 
tions. There are some who are of the opin- 
fon the underground workings near the Char- 
ing Cross station have something to*do with 
the disaster, 

Sir Benjamin Baker, consulting engineer 
to the South Eastern company, says the 
snapping of a tierod undoubtedly was the 
cause of the accident. Sir Benjamin, whe 
also is consulting engineer to the Baker 
street and Waterloo railway, scouted the 
idea that tunneling should be in any way re- 
sponsible for the catastrophe. He pointed 
out in this connection that Baker street and 
Waterloo tunnels run at a depth of no less 
than eighty feet below the surface of the 
roadway. 

“Of course,” he remarked, “London is 
being honeycombed witn these tunnels but 
up to the present I have not heard of a 
single case of serious accident or of subsi- 
dence during the tunneling operations con- 
79 85 with these lines. 


Says ‘Tunnels Are a Menace. 

John Belcher, president of t.. e Royal Inati- 
tute of British Architects, expressed a dit - 
ferent opinlon. Undoubtedly the tunneling 
which is going on in London for the new 
tube railways must affect the stabiuty of the 
buildings,” he said, “I know the engineers 
of these tubes say it is not so, that the con- 
struction of these tubes renders the: as solid 
a foundation as the earth, and to à certain 
degree that view is true.

WINS THANKS OF CHURCH. 


London Society Gets in Line by 
Buying Kindling of Char- 
ity Yards. 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Nov. 30.—To the many haughty 
titles which Consuelo Vanderbilt acquired 
by her marriage to the duke of Marlborough 
has just been added a new one. It is one of 
which she should feel prouder than of all 
her other dignities combined, for she has 
actually earnedit. The Rev. Wilson Carlile, 
head of the Church army, in the course of a 
public speech the other day said that the 
American duchess was the best commer- 
cial traveler in London for the Church 
army.“ 

The Church army is modeled on lines im- 
lar to those of the Salvation army, and has 
done more than any other organization to 
relieve the established church of the re- 
proach that it neglects Lazarus in order to 
pander to Dives. * 

Last winter Mr. Carlile got the duchess of 
Marlborough to preside over one of his char- 
ity bazaars. A titled dame of high degree 
always helps draw the crowd, and the crowd 
brings money, and therefore the promoters 
of these beneficent enterprises consider them- 
selves justified in thus linking philanthropy 
with snobbishness. It is a case of the end 
justifying the means. 

But the duchess was not content with 
merely playing the role of an aristocratic 
magnet. In her! motor ear, accompanied by 
Mr. Carlile, she made a tour of the various 
stations of the Church army and saw how 
its work was done. She was particularly 
impressed by the evidence that in all its 
departments the governing principle was 
that relief—whether in the shape of a bed 
or a meal—should always be paid for by work 
in some form. There was no pauperizing 
about it. 


Duchess as a Woodseller. 


The duchess expressed her approval af 
what she saw by presenting Mr. Carlile with 
a check for an amount that far exceeded 
his most sanguine expectations. But she 
did not stop there. She placed a motor car 
at the disposal of all her friends and ac- 
quaintances whom she could induce to visit 
the vanious centers of Church army activity 
in the metropolis. And she constituted her- 
self an agent for the sale of the chief com- 
mercial products of the Church army's der- 
elicts—kindling wocd. She besought orders 
for it wherever she went. It soon became 
understood that the first essential thing to 
get into the good graces of her grace was 
to order a ÜAberal supply of firewood from 
the Church army. Snobbishness again, per- 
haps, in a way, but it helped all the same. 
It was not long before the duchess was sell- 
ing more kindling wood for the Church army 
than anybody ebe in the country. As a 
token of gratitude she has been presented 
with a desk made by out of work cabinet 
makers who had found temporary shelter 
in one of the Church army’s homes. 


Rival American Peeresses. 


There is an interesting contest now going 
on between two American peeresses as to 
which of them shall advance her husband 
farthest in Londons municipal life and in- 
cidentally acquire thereby the largest méas- 
ure of reflected glory. 

Lady Cheylesmore has just had the satis- 
faction of seeing her husband elected lord 
mayor of Westminster for a second term, 
which makes her a lady mayoress for another 
year. Twelve months ago Lady Essex in- 
duced her husband to run for the London 
county council, and he was elected as a mem- 
ber for the borough of Marylebone. Munici- 
pally a county councilor counts for rather 
more than a mayor of any of its subservient 
districts, but it is a position which confers 
no distinction on his wife. Therefore, Lady 
Essex wants to see her husband a lord mayor, 
too. Within the last few weeks he has gone 
to work to make himself solid,“ as Ameri- 
cans phrase it, with the Marylebone con- 
astituency with a view to capturing the 
mayoralty there at the next election.

A significant 
indication of the new order of things is fur- 
nished by the new mayor of Islington, who 
has just announced that hereafter he will dis- 
pense with that ancient symbol of authority, 
the mace, and the services of that most im- 
posing and useless of officials, the mace bear- 
er. English civic life is becoming more and 
more a mere matter of business, in which 
titles go for nothing, and ability alone counts. 


One Princess a “Tomboy.” 


Little Princess Mary of Wales will, unless 
she changes much during maturer years, be 
the “tomboy ”’ of the family. In this pro- 
pensity she is taking much after her aunt, 
Princess Maud, who is now the queen of Nor- 
way. It is well known that Princess Maud 
was the least conventional of the daughters 
of King Bdward. When things were dull at 
Marlborough house or at Sandringham the 
princess would quite spontaneously ehange 
the whole aspect of the situation by singing 
the latest comic song or doing a skirt dance 
in the most approved music hall fashion. She 
was not even above dressing herself in her 
brother's highland costume and doing a 
sword dance or a highland reel. 

Princess Mary's greatest ambition is to do 
conjuring tricks, with which to confuse her 
brothers. When they are completely ab- 
sorbed in trying to solve the mystery she 
has frequently started a display of fireworks 
under the table. This so frightened her nurse 
on one occasion that the poor woman went 
into hysterics, and threatened to throw up 
the job if the princess persisted in playing 
such tricks. She is a fearlesscyclist, and en- 
joys getting her brothers into tight corners 
when they are out together. She usually 
rides her Shetland pony à la clothes pes 
and without a saddle. Naturally she is the 
queen of Norway’s favorite niece. 


Moves Kaiser to Reform.

CANADA REJECTS. 
TERM IMPERIAL. 
Therefore ‘Colonial Secretary 


Is Glad Conference Must 
Be Delayed. 


WHITE LIGHT IN CROWN. 


Solicitor General Not as Rabid for 
Dominion Independence Since 
He Saw London. 


Ottawa, Canada, Dec. 7.—[Special corre- 
spondence.] — The colonial conference is 
shelved until 1907 by the political sit ua tion in 
Great Britain and the coming election in 
Australia. In the meantime, Canada and the 
other self-governing states gradually are 
feeling their way to some sort of a prelimi- 
nary understanding. Canada has intimated 
the colonial secretary's proposal to change 
the designation of the conference to im- 
perial conference is unacceptable. Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier is further understood to have 
made the attitude of Canada equally clear on 
the subject of an imperial commission, and 
thus once again served the cause of unfet- 
tered colonial liberty of action. He frankly 
has stated that Canada must withhold her 
consent on the ground that such a commis- 
sion would be regarded as an interference 
with the form of government established in 
this country. 

Canada is willing to meet the other respon- 
sible advisers of the king from every part of 
the empire on the same footing as in 1002, but 
not on any other condition. The prime min- 
ister’s position may be assailed by the oppo- 
sition in parliament when it meets, but by all 
the rest of Canada it already is approved. 
Sir Wilfrid’s strongest opponents on the im- 
perial question admit that Mr. Lyttelton 
made a clumsy mistake in attempting to 
commit the colonial ministers in advance. 

Under all the circumstances, the colonial 
secretary must find it a great relief that the 
political situation in Great Britain and Aus- 
tralia affords an excuse for the postpone- 
ment of the conference till 1907. 


Crown Job Sheds “White Light.“ 


The Hon. Rudolphe Lemieux, solicitor gen- 
eral of Canada, has renounced the dreams of 
Canadian independence that swayed him so 
powerfully in the days when he was an irre- 
sponsible private member of parliament. 
Since he has becomela servant of the crown 
he has come to see things in new lights. A 
private letter received here says the solicitor 
general, at a banquet in London, spoke on 
French-Canadianism in the presencé of lead- 
ing members of the British parliament and 
others who long had been aware of his for- 
mer fervid denunciations of British mili- 
ta rism.““ He made a light hearted confession 
of the “sins of his youth In respect to 
British connection, and said he now fully 
recognized that French-Canadian independ- 
ence was impracticable. It would mean ab- 
sorption of Canada in the United States and 
the loss of what French-Canadlans held most 
dear, their religion, language, and institu- 
tions, guaranteed to them forever under .ne 
British flag. 

They were profoundly satisfied with their 
present constitutional freedom, though, of 
course, if John Bull should decide to give 
Canada a preference over alien countries in 
his markets, Cenadians would say amen.“ 
Canada, however, would never say. Give 
us preference or we quit the empire.“ 


May Tax Patent Medicines. 


The example of the United States revenue 
department in taxing pat medicines con- 
tan ing 80 per cent of alcohol on a whisky 
basis is Hkely to be followed here. Evi- 
dence has been secured by the inland rev- 
efiue department of Canada that some of the 
so-called medicinal remedies most exten- 
sively. advertised in the dominion are com- 
posed chiefly of alcohol, and the head of the 
department probably will take measures 
shortly to place them on the same footing 
as all other intoxicants. When Mr. Brodeau, 
the minister of inland revenue, makes his 
statement on the subject in parliament, the 
people of Canada will learn that in purchas- 
ing the remedies in question they are buying 
whisky or some other alcoholic product, not 
remedial drugs, and that they might procure 
anywhere for 25 cents what they have been 
in the habit of paying a dollar for.

In the continent of Durope the selection 
of the judges is entirely different and much 
less satisfactory. They constitute a distinct 
and separate profession, are not recruited 
from eminent and successful members of 
the bar, but are nominated while mere pro- 
bationers, to the most inferior and least im- 
portant of judicial offices, and gradually rise 
in the course of years to the higher courts 
by successive promotions. Asa general rule, 
the most brilliant of law students make up 
their mind to devote themselves to practice 
at the bar, in which they see both fame and 
fortune. It is their less gifted clasemates 
who, fully assured that in the face of such 
competition they have no prospects of even 
earning a mere competence as advocates, in

Judges Dependent on Politicians. | 

The rates of judicial pay are pretty much 
the same all over the continent, and, while 
the judges are theoretically irremovable ex- 
cept for misconduct, yet they are to such 
an extent dependent upon the minister of 
justice—that is to say, a member of the cabi- 
net of the day—for their promotion, for their 
transfer to more or less agreeable posts, and 
for distinctions in the shape of orders of 
knighthood, that it is idle to talk of their 
independence of character, at any rate 
where the government is concerned.

LONDON, Nov. 30.— Englich politicians 
have always boasted that their elections are 
less corrupt than those of America. As a 
matter of fact, recent evidence, taken at 
various elections in different parts of Eng- 
land, proves that corruption ie just as ram- 
pant in the British isles as anywhere else 
in the world. | 

The methods of influencing votes may be 
slightly different in England, but the fact 
that widespread corruption exists cannot be 
denied The stringent parliamentary meas- 
ure known as the corrupt practices act ig 
practically a dead letter, and its operation is 
60 costly when applied that it has little 


deterrent effect on the buying and selling of 


the ballot. 
Seaport Towns Most Corrupt. 

One of the foremost election agents in 
England, F. W. Galton, secretary of the 
London Reform union, a man who probably 
knows more about electioneering methods in 
England than any one else, when seen at 
his London office, made the following state- 
ment with reference to corruption in Eng- 
lish politics:

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Tt is only fair, however, to add that in 
France, as in Germany, in Austria, and in 
Spain the judges of the fine! and supreme

adequate pay and their long years of sub- 
servience to the minister of justice for the 
time being. It is because they are nearing

Even where it is Known that almost open 
buying of votes goes on, it is not every one 
who is willing to raise the money to bring 
the case to trial. Besides this $5,000, the 
legal costs are enormous. I remember when 
the election of Harry Marks for St. Georges- 
in-the-East (a large borough of London) was 
challenged, not long ago, the legal costs came 
to $35,000, though he was finally unseated.“ 


Prison for One Vote Buyer. 

One of the most recent cases was the 
unseating of Dr. Rutherford Harris at Mon- 
mouth in Wales, which cost a lot of money, 
and another case was that of Mr. Barker at 
Maidetone. Mr. Barker's brother was sent 
to prison. He had given money away in a 
cab to a number of voters. 

“I myself have often seen agents for can- 
didates standing on the corners jingling little 
bags of gold. The usual price for an Hnglish 
vote is half a sovereign—about $2.60, though 
more than $25 is paid when things are close. 
Places like Dover, Gravesend, Chatham, 
Coventry—as I said, most seaport towns 
in England—are absolutely rotten. So much 
so, that I could not act as an election agent 
at any of them without fear of losing my 


reputation. 


Even when a candidate knows he will be 
defeated, it is often customary for him to 
buy votes—give dinners, and ‘treats’ of va- 
rious kinds—in order to reduce his rival's 
majority go that the defeated man will have 
a better chance next time.” No matter how 
many bribes a defeated candidate may have 
offered most openly, no one ever prosecutes. 
It is only when the candidate wins, and the 
other side wishes to oust him, that the money 
is raised to bring what we call a petition— 
or a challenge. Therefore, it might be said, 
one side is bad as another.

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BEFORE AND AyTER? 

When a river and harbor bill is being 
framed Chicago petitions for an appropria- 
tion for the river. It argues that the stream 
is one over which the national government 
has exclusive jurisdiction, and that the com- 
mercial interests of the port and the great 
lakes call for liberal expenditures. After 
an appropriation has been obtained there is 
a sudden change in the Chicago idea of the 
status of the river. It becomes a petty 
creek which is alleged to have no commer- 
cial value worth considering. It is con- 
tended that control over it should be exer- 
cised exclusively by the municipal authori- 
ties for the furtherance of local schemes that 
may seem of importance to them. 

Chicago begged for and got appropriations 
for turning basins in the north and south 
branch. Then the river and its branches 
were the property of the national govern- 
ment. ' The basins will be of no value unless 
vessels can get tothem. But when congress 
orders the removal of unreasonable obstruc- 
tions to navigation so that the basins may be 
of service the cry is heard from Chicago that 
the obstructions should be allowed to re- 
main, because they will be a handy club 
to use against a traction company. The 
commercial aspects of the river have sud- 
denly disappeared and it has become a factor 
in a traction fight. 

Whenever the tunnels are closed to traffic 
it will be necessary to let the traction com- 
pany electrify its cable lines. If permission 
were refused the north and west siders who 
use the lines would be brought to the bridges 
by the cables and transferred to other cars 
running into the business district. They 
would not submit to the delay and inconven- 
jence. They would raise a storm before 
which mayor and council would bend. 
When the cable lines are electrified and the 
cars brought over the bridges the people will 
get more rapid service than they do now— 
better service in every respect. Then why 
should not the order of the secretary of war 
be obeyed promptly and gladly, so that navi- 
gation may beimproved and the convenience 
of hundreds of thousands of street car users 
promoted ? 

The mayor does not see the situation in 
that light. He reasons that by continuing 
to obstruct navigation to the prejudice of 
the commerce of the city, and by compelling 
the people to submit to the inconvenience 
of an inferior service, he may force the trac- 
tion company to come to terms: which it con- 
siders unreasonable or unfair. So long as 
it is compelled to use the cables it must give 
inferior service and intensify popular dis- 
satisfaction with the company. In that dis- 
satisfaction the mayor sees some hope for 
municipal ownership. If he can force the 
people into acceptance of that doctrine by 
making them ride on rickety cable cars he 
will do so with pleasure. It is of no conse- 
quence to him if commerce suffers and the 
people are put to great inconvenience if he 
ean do something for I. M. O. 

It is the custom to berate thetraction com- 
panies for their indifference to public com- 
fort. The mayor is more deserving of cen- 
sure than they. A year ago the Union Trac- 
tion company opposed the lowering of the 
tunnels. It is ready and willing now to 
lower them at its own expense in the inter- 
est of the public. The people say “let us 
have good service.“ The mayor says let 
us have bad service and a club.” 

The secretary of war is a man ef W 
experience, accustomed to strange requests. 
That which Mayor Dunne has it in mind to 
make will strike the secretary as the most 
extraordinary he has heard.. The request 
will be that the national government shall 
for an uncertain length of time hand over 
the control of one of the navigable rivers of 
the United States to the municipality of 
Chicago, not to improve navigation but to 
prevent the removal of obstructions, not to 
benefit Chicagoans but to punish them. One 
can imagine the reception Secretary Taft 
will give to a request that the United States 
abdicate its sovereignty in order that the 
municipality may have an advantage, in- 
jurious to its own people, in a contention 
with a traction company. 

No doubt the removal of the obstructions 
to navigation in the Chicago river will force 
the trolleyizing of the Union Traction cable 
lines. What is that tothe secretary of war? 
It is his duty to enforce the orders of con- 
gress, not to take sides in a local traction 
contest. 

The secretary cannot consistently subordi- 
nate national to local interests. If he could, 
and did, the traction situation in Chicago 
would not. be a whit improved “ after the 
April election.“ If the ordinances sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people next April 
should be ratified the tunnels would, of 
course, be lowered; and if the ordinances 
should be rejected the tunnels would also be 
lowered—or a further delay in removing the 
obstructions would have to be granted, The 
issue would then be pushed along “ until 
after the mayoralty election of 1907.“ So 
the obstructions would remain during two 
more full seasons of navigation. 


KEEP TO THE RIGHT. 

The Washington Post says that the cap- 
ital has the worst street manners of any city 
in the country. The sidewalks are wide, 
the crowds are not usually dense, and yet 
there is constant jostling and collision on the 
part of pedestrians. There would be none 
of this, says the Post, if there were a gen- 
eral observance of the American rule of the 
road, which is to keep to the right, whether 
afoot or on horseback. As about 70 per 
cent of the population of Washington per- 
sistently disregard the rule the 30 per cent 
who observe it are continually being run 
into. 

It is a pleasure to learn from a compe- 
tent authority that there is a city whose 
street manners are worse than those of Chi- 
engo. There are Chicagoans who, after hav- 
ing been hustled, pushed, and shoved, dur- 
ing a trip of a few blocks by unmannerly 
men and women who do not know which 
side of the walk they should keep to have 
been of the opinion that tkeir city held the 
pelm. It becomes necessary to find what 
per cent of Chicagoans do not know that 

they ought to keep to the right. If it shall 
be less than 70 per cent the credit of the city 
will be slightly improved.

THE MENACE OF CHILD LABOR. 


Today the second annual meeting of the 
national child labor committee, which as- 


‘sembled in Washington on Friday, will be 


brought to a close by addresses in the 
churches of that city on the evils of child 
labor. A supplementary session will also 
be held in Sinai temple in this city Satur- 
day evening next. The general object of 
these conferences is to promote legislative 
and administrative action to reduce the num- 
ber of children working for wages, and to 
keep children in school until they are fitted 
for practical life. 

One of the special objects of the Wash- 
ington meeting was to second President. 
Roosevelt’s recommendation in his message 
for “ proper laws to prevent all abuses in the 
employment of women and children ” in the 
District of Columbia. The president also 
renewed the recommendation of his last 
annual message for “an investigation by 
the department of commerce and labor of 
general labor conditions, special attention to 
be paid to the conditions of child labor and 
child labor legislation in the several states.” 
If this recommendation is acted upon com- 
prehensive information on the subject will 
be published. 

The attitude of the president and the ef- 
forts of the committee are to be commended. 
The paramount problem with every nation 
is that of the oncoming generation. A ma- 
terial fraction of that generation in this 
country today is brought into the routine of 
industrial or commercial life at too early 
an age. The child is allured by the pros- 
pect of earning money, the parents are often 
greedy, or shiftless, or both, and the child 
goes to work too soon. The result is that 
he misses educational training and is pre- 
maturely taxed in body and morals. Per- 
haps he does well for a time, then he begins 
unaccountably to flag, and by the time he 
ought to show ripened vigor, he shows pre- 
mature exhaustion. 

Dr. A. J. McKelwy of North Carolina 
stated at the Washington meeting that there 
are 60,000 children between 6 and 16 years 
of age, working—often for long hours—in 
southern cotton mills. He characterized 
the rapid spread of child labor—only slightly 


checked by legislation the south as the 


substitution of child slavery for the negro 
slavery of earlier days. Factory laws exist 
in northern states generally, but child labor 
is still a serious problem in many of those 
states, especially in the case of certain 
classes of immigrants. 

As this country becomes more and more a 
manufacturing country, it needs to give 
more heed to this -fundamental problem. 
Urged by purely selfish motives, commerce 
and industry are ever tending to exploit the 
labor of the child because it is low priced, 
and to oppose restraining legislation. This 
is why the child labor laws of England are 
considerably less stringent than those of 
progressive countries on the continent. The 
latter, pressing upon each other’s frontiers, 
realize that child labor impairs the military 
efficiency of a nation. Military considera- 
tions may not weigh so heavily with the 
people of this country as they do with con- 
But child labor should be 
prevented in America, with a view to se- 
curing for children that better preparation 
for life and that worthy type of ultimate 
citizenship which American Ideals demand. 
In the interest of social and civic efficiency, 
and so of our national future, the rising gen- 
eration, both north and south, should be pro- 
tected against premature toil. 


MAKING THE THEATER WORTH WHILE 

Mr. James S. Metcalfe discusses in the 
current Atlantic Monthly the timely ques- 
tion, Is the Theater Worth While?“ He 
is sure it could Be made worth while. He 


strongly doubts if it is werth while now. 


There are over $300,000,000 invested in the- 
aters in this country. The public spends at 
them $50,000,000 a year. Mr. Metcalfe 
thinks it gets in real amusement and benefit 
a poor return upon its money. 

A theater to be worth while, he thinks, 
must be an influence for culture. It will be, 
and ought to be, a source of amusement. 
Otherwise attendance upon it would have to 
be made compulsory. But it will also, in 
a broad way, be a means of education. The 
amusement it furnishes will be refined and, 
therefore, refining. Its stage will know 
cultivated men and women, and their exam- 
ple will cure defects in modes of speech and 
pronunciation and increase the ease and 
grace of manners. It will be seeking con- 
stantly for plays of high merit, and will 
strive to present no other kind. On the one 
hand, seeing and hearing good plays cannot 
fail to improve the minds and exalt the sen- 
timents of playgoers. On the other hand, 
a demand will be created for good plays 
which will tend to cause the production ‘of a 
high order of dramatic literature. 

The American theater at the present time, 
says Mr. Metcalfe, considered as a whole, 
is not worth while, because it does not tend 
to produce _uese results. The amusements 
it furnishes are not generally refined, and, 
therefore, are not refining. Instead of cater- 
ing to the good taste of the cultured few the 
theater, for the most part, panders to the 


-bad taste of the uncultured many. Instead 


of fostering high class literature it prac- 
tically forces playwrights, who might write 
good plays, to write the kind of plays it is 
thought the public wants. The results are 
usually not classics. 

For the present state of the American 
theater Mr. Metcalfe blames both managers 
and public. Managers are in the theatrical 
business solely for the money there is in it 
and don’t eare what kind of productions 
they put on so they pay. The public is in- 
discriminating. If a play is a hit in New 
‘York—and the crowds that make a play a 
“hit” there seldom comprise the most cul- 
tivated part of the population—its reputa- 
tion usually, although not always, enables 
it to draw well elsewhere. Since inferior 


productions are as profitable as superior 


ones, managers naturally conclude their pa-

On Jan. 2 the ninety-nine year case is to 
be argued before the United States Supreme 
court on appeal from Judge Grosscup’s de- 
cision. This case is, perhaps, of more im- 
portance to Chicago than any other to which 
the city has ever been a party. Its serious- 
ness calls for the most careful preparations 


and for the assistance of the best legal tal- 


ent. By whom is it to be presented, and are 
the prospects of efficient handling such as to 
justify public complacency? Will the city’s 
representatives match their opponents for 
the purpose in question? Will they match 
them in the capacity to marshal facts and 
arguments, and likewise in those qualities— 
usually counted important before the Su- 
preme bench—legal standing and pereon- 
ality. 

When the hearing occurred before Judge 
Grosscup only one of the three gentlemen 
now representing the city in the case was 
engaged. With him were associated Mr. 
Edwin Burritt Smith, Mr. John Mathis 
(since deceased), and Mr. Watson of Pitts- 
burg. Why Mr, Smith and Mr. Watson 
were dropped out by the present administra- 
tion has not been stated.’ 

Possibly few disinterested lawyers would 
regard the city’s side as stronger today than 
it was before. Possibly most would regard 
it as desirable that additional counsel, care- 
fully chosen, should be added. If, there 
fore, it is practicable for the city to strength- 
en its representation it should do so, even 
thus tardily. 

This would be best accomplished if the 
assistance of some man of ample experience 
before the United States Supreme court and, 
preferably, of national standing could be 
secured to aid those already engaged in the 
case. It is true that this class of lawyers 
has been largely monopolized by the other 
side or by kindred interests, but the monop- 
oly is not complete. 

A heavy responsibility rests upon the pres- 
ent administration in respect to this ap- 
proaching hearing, especially because of the 
changes voluntarily made in the personnel of 
the counsel previously engaged in the case. 
The public would like to know more than it 
does about the actual plans and prospects in 
the matter. It trusts, however, that in a 
case of such public moment the city’s side 
may not suffer from failure to secure the 
best legal aid obtainable. 


EMIGRATION THEIR ONE SALVATION. 

Lord Rothschild, Sir Samuel Montagu, 
and other prominent British Jews who have 
issued an appeal to the Jews of the 
world to abandon all schemes for the 
foundation of a ghetto state have given the 
best advice possible under the circum- 
stances. As the signers of the appeal point 
out, such schemes are impracticable, even 
if their fruition were desirable. It is esti- 
mated that it would cost $250 a head to move 
the Jews of Russia, of whom there are 
about 4,000,000, to Palestine. Where, it is 
pertinently asked, is the $1,000,000,000 
necessary to finance this gigantic exodus 
to be got? On the other hand, $250 will 
move six persons from Russia to Argentina 
or Canada. Bvery Jew in Russia might be 
brought to the new world for $150,000;000 
or $175,000,000. 

This puts the merits of the question Jews 
must consider in the clearest light. Shall 
they continue to strive after the lofty ideal 
of Zionism? In all human probability if 
they do want of funds will render their ef- 
forts vain. Meantime the Jews of Rus- 
sia will continue to be the victims of every 
species of brutality and outrage. As Sec- 
retary Root has said, intervention in their 
behalf by this government—and the same is 
true of other foreign governments—at the 
present juncture would be unavailing. Nor 
is their situation likely to be improved by 
‘impending changes. They have as much to 
fear from the people of Russia as they ever 
had from the autocracy. Whatever turn 
affairs take their case seems hopeless, 

Suppose, on the contrary, that Zionism 
were given up asa dream, noble but impos- 
sible of realization, at least in the near 
future, and that the Jews of the entire world 
united in a great effort to remove their 
suffering brethren from Russia to Argen- 
tina. Itmight not be practicable to-remove 
all the Jews from Russia. It would be 
quite possible with the funds that they 
themselves possess and other funds that 
could be raised for the purpose to remove 
a large portion of them. As the number in 
Russia decreased those remaining would un- 
doubtedly receive better treatment. Those 
going to Argentina would soon be among the 
happiest and most prosperous members of 
their race. The government is free, strong, 
intelligent, and tolerant. The resources of 
the country are great. The population is 
as yet comparatively scanty. Nowhere per- 
haps on earth do more golden opportunities 
invite the industrious immigrant than in the 
republic of Argentina. 

Humanity seconds the appeal of Lord 
Rothschild and his associates. The Jews 
of Russia are over half of all the Jews in 
the world. Their only salvation lies in early 
emigration. It seems, therefore, that it 
would only be in keeping with the dictates 
of good sense, of benevolence, and of that 
racial solidarity which alwaye has been so 
characteristic of the Jews for them to drop 
possibly visionary schemes and begin work 
at once to enable the members of the race 
in Russia to get relief in the single way that 
is practicable.

It fs a blessing that there always have been 
men who repudiated that kind of piety. But 
to the true man religion is simply the effort 
“i find the right life. He is most religious 
who lives best. Faiths must be judged by 
their fruits; a man’s religion and his re- 
ligiousness by his living. That is the best 
religion which best teaches men to live. If 
any book beside the bible can do more for us, 
if any faith beside Christianity can give the 

world a nobler life, let us find and follow it. 
To the question, what is religion? the bible 
gives a surprisingly simple answer. In- 
stead of minute rules it gives broad prin- 
ciples; it lifts aloft noble ideals and de-, 
nounces baseness. It breathes of righteous- 
ness, that is, right thoughts, words, deeds, 


relations, It is the text bock on the fine art 


of living. All other thoughts and teachings 
but serve this and have value only on account 
of their service. 

Every man ts religious in proportion as he 
seeks the right. Every act is holy, an act of 
worship, as it serves the good and the true. 
You can no more confine religion to a church 
than you can imprison knowledge in a schoo!l- 
room. It belongs on the street, in the home, 
the office, the shop, wherever men are seek- 
ing to do right and make life right. Many a 
man is ous who would resent the impu- 
tation of piety. 

Right seeking and right doing in justice 
and mercy—these make the life of righteous- 
ness. There never has been and there never 
will be any real difference of opinion as to 
these virtues. He who is ashamed of them 
has no place amongst men; he who neither 
seeks them nor endeavors to realize them is 
not religious, no matter what his professions 
and protestations may be. And the man who 
seeks them with all his heart is religious 
whatever he or others may think. 

The time will come when we shall brand as 
hereticaland impious every mockery in forms 
and words and proscriptions that has so long 
paraded as the true and only expression of 
godliness. Then the test of a man’s religion 
will be the measure in which his life makes 
for justice, mercy, and humility. Then, in- 
stead of asking, What does ecclesiastical 
etiquette require me to do? we shall inquire. 
What is right, noblest, best for a man ine 
world of men? 

This makes the religious man, then, that he 


‘geeks the life that deals justly, that walks 


uprightly, that loves mercy, that does good 
and serves and blesses men, that seeks not 
high things for reward but seeks them in 
character. This makes the religious man 
whether he be in sympathy with existing re- 
ligious Institutions or not; these virtues have 
no substitutes, neither names, ceremonies,” 
nor creeds can take their place. 

But when once the life has entered on the 
passionate search for rightness, when once 
the love of justice, mercy, and humility has 
laid hold on us, there will be little time or 
energy to give to foolish probiems of angels 
or history, there will be no care whether men 
think we are religious or not. We shall come 
to see that our desire in living is the desire 
of the Lord of all life, that our goal is a divine 
and glorious one, and nothing will turn.us 
from it. Above all will be a sense of harmony 
with the Infinite, too deep for words, too 
sacred for expression.

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It is a republican people in its ensemble that has just rendered itself 
independent; here is the truth. This besides is the principle, the essential: 
our republican disposition, our republican standard for the measure of hu- 
man values, this is what has an educative character for our people. 

But the dispute ardently carried on today between a monarchy and a 
republic is only a question of form for us. It is forgotten that the repub- 
liean ordinance of our thought is the mistress who rules our house—be it a 
king or a president who occupies the seat of honor. The disdain comes from 
this, that by monarchy is understood the foreign monarchy which we have 
had, monarchy where respectful distances were observed by a court, and 
following a ceremonial which the Spaniards never have excelled. It was 
almost tolerable, thanks to the lofty culture and the great personal amiabil- 
ity of the monarch; but it was no more modern than Norwegian. I affirm 
without fear of exaggeration that there is a greater difference between this 
and a monarchy conformable to the customs and will of the Norwegians 
than between the latter and the presidency of a republic. 

Because it cannot enter into the mind of an elected Norwegian king to 
come here to hold a court. Like the English king, the Italian king, and 
yet others he will live among us as a particularly distinguished personage 
lives, who, on a number of féte days, summons a representation.

when we have him to ourselves, he wil feel himself just like an hereditary 
president.

to the due education of the popular conscience, that the inquiries initiated

A senator, state senator, I am thinking of now, whose name is 
a synonym for righteousness, is a bulwark of moral] defense and support to 
his entire constituency, whereas, if he is a man tainted by scandals or 
tinctured by fraud, he throws a wet blanket on the integrity of the entire 
commonwealth. ; 

it is well for us always that we know the worst, not that we may weep 
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is enormous in comparison, 300 million! That is, there must be enough mat- 
ter within the orbit of the star to make 300 million suns like ours, if no 
other matter exists as stated in the problem above. 

But we see with the telescope and the sensitive plate records only 100 
million. And many are more than 200 trillion miles away, and, therefore, 
outside of the orbit of the Groombtidge star. This modifies the problem. 
Imagine the star to be now moving on a straight line instead of a circular 
or elliptical orbit, and consider it to be at the center of a finite universe of 
stars. And let these suns be 500 million in number, each with a mass equal 
to that of our sun; and imagine them to be within a sphere having a diam- 
eter so vast that light, moving with a speed of 186 thousand miles per sec- 
ond, requires the enormous period of 30,000 years to traverse it, then the 
velocity of a stone or sun would be 25 miles per second, if it had been falling 
„ forever —that is, had arrived at the center in from an infinite distance. 
A mere 25 miles per second is the velocity potential due to 
500 million suns as massive as our own, distributed as here 
given. But 1830 Groombridge is actually moving with eight times the 
speed, or 200 miles per second. The question now is: How 
much matter must be added to the mass within the sphere to impart eight 
times the central velocity of the falling star? If we double the mass, we do 
not double the speed. From the known laws of gravity and motion, we must 
quadruple mass to double velocity. That is, mass is proportional to the 
square of imparted velocity. Eight squared equals 64, which, multiplied by 
500 million, equals 32 billion. And this is the true number of suns like ours, 
dispersed in a sphere of 30,000 light years diameter, required to give 1830 
G. its known velocity of falling, if it is now anywhere near the center. But 
if it is not near the center then the universe is of greater mass than that 
here computed. 

The mass of all our sister planets is only 1-745th that of the sun. Add 
1-745th to the mass of each of the 32 billion suns, and terminal velocity of 
fall of 1830 G. would be increased by a minute fraction only. The planets

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of the universe and satellites are mere residuals, and could all come to an 
end without disturbance in the vast machine. Multiply 32 billion by 8, and 
the product, 256 billion, is the total number of planets like ours that could 
either be added to or subtracted from the sidereal structure without detec- 
tion, It matters not whether any planets or inhabited worlds exist or not. 
Suppose that the “ runaway star,” our wondrous 1830 G., is several quad- 
rillion miles from the center of the structure, the stellar cosmos—and It may 
as well be as not—then the sidereal mass is vastly larger than that in 32 
billion suns as massive as our own. The diameter of a sphere of 30,000 
light years is 176 quadrillion miles. 

I have watched this marvelous foundation of the sidereal edifice 1 
five years from this peak. When I came here from an observatory in III- 
inois, on a flat prairie, I could scarcely trust my eyes. I never knew that 
the universe had a shining floor until I saw it from this mountain summit.

NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—[ Special. ]—Feverish 
and highly excited speculation was conducted 
upon the stock exchange this morning, and 
within the limits of the brief business session 
extensive ewings in prices were re- 
corded. The trading almost might be de- 
seribed as disorderly, so erratic were the 
fluctuations These took place without any 
apparent explanation apart from technical 
causes. 

The London stock market generally was 
steady, although American stocks were ex- 
ceptionally heavy. The operations here on 
foreign account in their relation to the vol- 
ame of local trading were upon too small 
a scale materially to influence prices. 

At the opening of business a higher range 
of quotations were established in many in- 
dustrial stocks, with the railway list and 
local traction shares showing irregular and 
generally reactionary tendencies. The ini- 
tial dealings in Sugar Refining and Amalga- 
mated Copper particularly were reported 
over a wide range of fluctuations. With the 
course of the firet hour the whole market de- 
veloped a feactionary tone, which was super- 
ficilally accounted for by the expectations 
the bank siatement would show that last 
week's small surplus reserves were wiped 
out and another deficit would be reported. 
It was commonly believed, however, that 
in such an event the secrétary of the treasury 
would feel impelled to take some extraordi- 
nary measures looking to the ralief of the 
monetary situation.

Members Name F. 8. Oliver for Presi- 
dent on Issue of “Mind Our 
Own Business.’’ 


The event of the week in real estate board 
cirgles was the formal opening of what prom- 
ises to be one of the most hotly contested 
election contests in the history of that organ- 
ization. It cannot be said to have been un- 
expected, since when the report became cur- 
rent that Frank G. Hoyne had been decided 
upon as the head of the regular ticket, it was 
understood there was a strong sentiment 
among the friends of Frederick 8. Oliver in 
favor of placing him at the head of an op- 
position or members’ ticket. 

This movement took active form ‘last

000 bu for export. 

Estimated receipts for Monday are: Wheat, 
17 cars; corn, 403 cars; oats; 179 cars; rye, 
10 cars; barley, 39 cars; hogs, 53,000 head, 
and 240,000 for the week. 

There was a charter for 100,000 bu oats 
to Buffalo, on an insurance rate of 1% per 
cent. Advices from the northwest were that 
insurance in the Lake Superior region had 
been extended in some instances to Dec. 12, 
with the premium in some cases no higher 
than before the extension was made. 

Private elevators were busy making con- 
tract wheat during the last week, turning 
out 630,000 bu in that period, the bulk of it 
going into public houses, presumably for de- 
livery. Of the total 497,000 bu was No, 2 
hard, and 87,000 bu No. 1 northern, the rest 
No. 2 red. In the same period 289,000 bu 
contract wheat was inspected out of public 
houses. Private elevators turned out 119,000 
bu contract corn during the week. 

Receipts of wheat at the northwest points 
for the week were 2,707 cars, compared with 
2,709 cars the week before, and 4,552 cars 
last year. Receipts of wheat at all the pri- 
mary markets for the same period were 3,- 
500,000 bu, compared with 5,795,000 bu the 
week before and 5,653,000 bu last year. Ship- 
ments were 5,914,000 bu against 4,030,000 bu 
last year. Receipts .of corn were 3,895,000 
bu against 3,518,000 bu the week before and 
6,223,000 bu last year, and shipments 3,005, 
000 bu against 2,767,000 bu last year. 

Receipts of hogs at the western packing 

points during the week were 589,500 head, 
compared with 428,800 the week before and 
581,000 last year. 
There were deliveries of 50,000 bu wheat 
in the morning, taken in by Armour, and 
after the close 125,000 bu wént around, sent 
out by Harris-Scotten and most of it taken 
by Armour. There also were deliveries of 
40,000 bu corn and 80,000 bu rye. 

There was a good demand for corn and oats 
for shipment, with sales 50,000 bu corn and 
305,000 bu oats, the latter including 150,000 
bu for export. Philadelphia was paying 3\%c 
over May, track Philadelphias, for coats, 
against 2½ over last week. At the seaboard 
export sales were 40,000 bu corn and 180,000 
bu oats. Sample corn was weak, prices ice 
lower, with good demand from shippers, the 
glucose interest, and elevators early, and 
seme of them out of the market later.

Animal That Became Man Thrives. 


Lemurian man, during at least the first half of the 
race, says Mr. Scott-Elliot, must be regarded rather as 
an animal destined to reach humanity than as human 
according to our understanding of the term, and his evo- 
lution constitutes one of the most obscured as well as 
one of the most interesting chapters of man’s develop- 
ment, for in this period not only did he reach true hu- 
manity but his body underwent the greatest physical 
changes, while the processes of reproduction were twice 
altered. In the early part of the period these almost 
mindless beings would have appeared to us as gigantic 
phantoms. Their bodies had become material, but the 
gases and liquids still predominated, for as yet their 
vertebrate structure had not solidified into bones and 
they could not, therefore, stand erect. -Their bones were 
as pliable as those of an infant, and it was not until the 
middle of the Lemurian period that they developed into 
a solid bony structure. Bésides two rudimentary eyes 
in front, with which they sought their food upon the 
ground, these creatures had a third eye at the back of 
the head, the atrophied remnant of which is now known 
as the pineal gland. Referring to reptiles which had de- 
come, extinct, Prof. Ray Lankester in a recent lecture 
at the Royal institution drew especial attention to the 
parietal or pineal eye on the top of the head. - In this 
respect, he said, mankind were inferior to these big sea 


lizards, for we had lost the third eye, which might be 
studied in the common lizard.”’ 
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There Were Giants in Those Days. 

Before the middle of the Lemurian period the gigantic 
gelatinous body slowly solidified, the creature was able 
to stand upright, and the two eyes in the face became 
the chief organs of sight, and partly because of his third 
eye and partly because of a curious projection at his heels 
he could walk backwards almost as easily as forwards. 
He was between twelve and fifteen feet in height, with 
yellowish brown skin, a long lower jaw, strangely flat- 
tened face, eyes small and piercing and curiously far 
apart, so that he could see sideways as well as in front, 
and the third eye in a bald spot at the back of the head 
enabling him to see in that direction also. The head 
sloped backwards and upward without a forehead, but 
instead a roll of flesh. The legs, and especially the arms, 
were longer in proportion than ours and could not be 
perfectly straightened either at elbow or knee; the hands 
and feet were enormous and the heels projected back- 
ward in an ungainly manner. 

The figure was draped in a loose robe of skin some- 
thing like rhinoceros hide, but more scaly; round his 
head, on whieh the hair was quite short, was twisted 
another plece of skin to which were attached tassels of 
bright red, blue, and other colors. In his left hand he 
held a sharpened staff about the height of his own body, 
which doubtless was used for defense and attack. In his 
right hand was twisted the end of a long rope made of 
some sort of creeping plant, by which he led a huge and 
hideous reptile resembling the Plesiosaurus. The Le- 
murians domesticated these creatures and trained them 
to employ their strength in hunting other animals.

Language Slow in Development. 
sounds which these rudimentary men made to 
express their thoughts were at first composed entirely 
of vowels. In the slow course of evolution the consonant 
sounds gradually came into use, but language from first 


to last on the continent of Lemuria never reached beyond 
the monosyllabic stage. The Chinese language of today 
is the sole great lineal descendant of ancient Lemurian 
speech, for the whole human race was at that time of 
one language and of one lip.“ 

Offensive and defensive war with the monstrous beasts 
of prey already had begun and man had taken to living 
in huts.

They learned the use of fire and produced it first by 
friction and later by flints and iron; they explored for 
metals, smelted and molded them and began to tip their 
spears with sharpened metal. They digged and tilled the 
ground and cultivated the seeds of wild grain until it im- 
proved in type, thts cultivation carried on through vast 
ages which have since elapsed resulting in the evolution 
of all the various cereals we now possess except wheat, 
which, according to the occult teachings, was the gift 
of divine beings, who brought it from Venus: ready for 
the food of man: The Lemurians also began the arts of 
spinning and weaving fabrics with which to clothe them- 
selves out of the coarse hair of an animal now extinct 
resembling the llama of today, and they learned to cure 
and dress in some rude fashion the wild beast skins 
which they wore. 

During the latter part of the period they learned to 
build great cities, which appear to have been of cyclopean

Another great city is described as built entirely out 
of blocks of lava; it lay some thirty miles west of the 
present Easter island and was afterward destroyed by 
volcanic eruptions. The gigantic statues of Easter island, 
measuring, as most of them do, about twenty-seven’ feet 
in height by eight across the shoulders, probably were 
intended as exact representations of the height of those 
who carved them. Civilizations of comparative Impor- 
tance arose on different parts of the continent and the 
great islands, where the inhabitants built cities and dwelt 
in communities, but large tribes, also partially civilized, 
continued to lead a nomadic and patriarehal life, and 
still other parts of the land, in many cases the least ac- 
cessible, as in our own times, were peopled by tribes of 
extremely low type. Simple rules of conduct and the 
most elementary precepts of morality were all that they 
knew of religion, although in their latest days they re- 
ceived some knowledge of a Supreme Being, whose sym- 
bol was represented as the. sun.

Lemuria Destroyed by Volcanoes. 


The end of Lemuria came through its innumerable 
volcanoes, only a few of which are shown on the map. 
The first Lemurian map reveals that in the lake lying to 
the southeast off the extensive mountainous region there 
was an island which consisted of little more than one 
great mountain which was a most active volcano. The 
four mountains which lay to the southwest of the lake 
also were active volcanoes, in whose region the disruption 
of the continent began, finally perishing, raked by the 
burning ashes and the red hot dust from countiess craters,

T is a warm sunny South American day.

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Studies the Eyes of Animals Mystery of 


The Remarkable Observations of a 
Famous English Ophthalmologist 


BEAUTIFUL and novel series of observa- 
tions has been made by Dr. G. Lindsay 
Johnson, an English ophthalmologist, 
who has devoted seven years to the study 
of the eyes of 182 species of animals, all 
mammalians. 
Dr. Johnson's subjects included all 
but two of the eleven orders, from man 
downward, and he has discovered extraordinary differ- 
ences in their visual apparatus. The retina of the 
white man's eye is scarlet, orange, or vermilion, in a 
Nubian’s eye it is chocolate brown, which also is the 
case in the eye of the chimpangee and anthropoid apes. 
On the back of the human retina there is a small disk, 
which is the only part of the eye capable of giving 
true pictures. 

Among the mammals only man, apes, and monkeys 
possess it, and the simians only in an imperfect form, 
so that they may be said to be incapable of seeing and 
recording images with absolute exactness. The results 
of further observations show that among all mammals 
man has by far the best sight, as well as the best 
visual mechanism. Extremely few animals move their 
eyes when they seek to see a moving object or a fresh 
object. To attain this end they swing their heads 
around. The giraffe has protruding eyes and a grooved 
skull, which permits it to look backward, but its vis- 
ion nevertheless is defective. There are in almost all 
animals imperfeétions of vision sufficiently great to 
justify the use of glasses, which undoubtedly would 
be recommended ff they were to consult an oculist.

Made Blind by the Light. 


Nocturnal animals exposed to light go blind, and. 
in the development of some lower types from the egg 
to the embryo, the eyes which appear in the early 
stages disappear in later life. This is true of the “sea 
squirts” (ascidians). These extraordinary creatures 
have a curious life history. They start out as verte- 
brate animals, and instead of progressing they seem 
to go backwards. In the vertebrate stage the eye of 
the “sea squirt” develops not on the surface but in- 
side of the brain. As the creature is perfectly trans- 
parent this phenomenon can be seen clearly, and in 
commenting on it Dr. Ray Lankester says that “the 
original vertebrate must have been a transparent ani- 


mai with an eye or pair of eyes in its brain, like the 


ascidian tadpole. As the tissues of this ancestral ver- 
tebrate grew denser and more opaque the eye bearing 
part of the brain was forced to grow outwards toward 
the surface in order that it might still be in a position 
to receive the sun’s rays.” : 

Many animals possess a special apparatus, want- 
ing in man, which enables them to cleanse the eye 
from dust. Their eyes are provided with a sort of 
_ “spring shutter,” called the inolitative membrane,” 
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Which works automatically, and when winked across 
the eyeball will remove a foreign body instantly. The 
inclitating membrane is especially perfect in birds, is 
present in most mammals below monkeys, but is not 
present in certain aquatic creatures, which have little 
use for it.

Colors of Eyes Brilliant. 

The color ot the eye depends upon the iris. Ani 
mals’ eyes are often of a brilliant color and present a 
great variety of hue. Among mammals the color of 
the eyes has not a wide range, but birds often have 
blue, green, and crimson eyes. Near sightedness is 
almost never found among wild animals, but is com- 
mon among those which have been domesticated. The 
eyes of birds are especially well developed, being large 
in proportion to their size, equipped with the power 
of seeing minute objects at a long range. Sometimes 
their vision seems to have almost microscopic power. 

The value of a visual apparatus is so apparent 
that one can hardly conceive of a creature achieving 
much without it, yet among ants will be found many 
diligent and effective workers who are blind, 
though ant soldiers and other members of the ant com- 
munity have large eyes. The blind ants, who do the 
most complicated work of the nest, have substitute 
senses in their antenne.

See Odd and Distorted Visions. 


The method by which the lower animals perceive 
images is not clearly understood. A spider or dragon 
fly, having no brain, perceives with nerve ganglia on 
its back or thorax. Yet some insects have keen sight 
and can éven perceive rays of light invisible to man. 
The insect eye is of two kinds—simple, like the eye of 
man, or compound, the latter type being made up of a 
large number of cells, each containing a complete vis- 
ual end, organ or eye. Hach cell in a compound eye 
is supposed to convey a portion of the mosaic image 
which the ereature perceives. 

What it is in the insect that perceives and ob- 
serves the image is not known. Some insects, like 
the locust, are equipped with both simple and com- 
pound eyes—sometimes as many as eight being pres- 
ent in one creature. Yet the actions of insects are 
not eontingent entirely upon the visual sense. They 
seem to have other senses which aid them in the 
emergencies of their small lives. The same is true of 
animals which are higher in the scale. 

Dogs depend more upon the sense of smell than on 
the sense of sight, and the ear contributes also largely 
to their “awareness.” In man the senses in their 
higher evolution have lost something of that unity of 
action which seems to be present in animals where 
perception is the outcome of a number of sensations.’ 


OES the body commit suicide?

life, whereas, as a matter of fact, it is precisely during, 


the early active years of life, when wear and tear should 
be at the maximum, that the tissues, far from wearing 
out, really improve in their structure. It is, besides, 
quite impossible to explain the varying ages at which 
senility befalls its victims. A dog becomes old when a 
man is not yet half mature, and it is barely conceivable 
that the cells of this animal snould have an inherent 
tendency to wear out long before the cells of the man 
have attained their maturity. 

So Mr. Campbell concludes the body does not wear 
out like a pair of boots or a frock. The idea that age is 
due to an exhaustion of vital energy he thinks may at 
once be dismissed; founded as it is on an altogether 
false analogy, for in the matter of energy there is no 
real analogy between the living organism and an inani-

body as a whole is due to the old age of the cells which 
compose it—the nerve cells, muscle cells, gland cells, 
and the rest. These become senile not so much 
from causes resident in themselves as because with ad- 
vancing years the plasma environing them alters in com- 
position, and by virtue of this altered composition, as 
well as alterations in respect of the plasmic circulation, 
sets on foot that gradual dissolution which characterizes 
old age. 

But now to the marvelous secrets of everlasting youth, 
whicn all men crave. If the various sorts of cells were at 
shortly recurring intervals replaced by new descendants 
it is clear that the tissues would retain their youth 
throughout life, but as a matter of fact the more highly 
organized cells, like the nerve, muscle, and gland, cannot 
give birth to new cellg—those originally laid down in 
embryo last the lifetime ‘of the individual. And although 
there is an inherent tendency for all cells to wax old, 
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their own initiative and their own responsibility, direct 
construction according to their own ideas, and even in 
grave concerns, such as emigration, do not consult their 


idle masters. The workers deliberate among themselves 


and, having come to a decision, proceed to its execution. 
They transport the household goods, the eggs, and the 
Amazons who have become their parasites. It is remarked 
as curious that the slaves should submit to this precari- 


ous fate when their masters are absolutely dependent 


upon them, although tae robust mandibles, which are the 
terrible weapons of the master race, may contribute to the 
position which they enjoy.

The Amazons expend all their energy in the acquisition

there is doubtless within them also a tendency to im- 


mortality. 
The fate of the tissue cells, however, is less de- 


pendent upon their natural propensities and more upon 
their environment than people popularly imagine. Cer 
tainly the growth and development of the individual are 
largely due to specific influences operating tarough the 
blood plasma—influences which come into operation in 
definite sequences and compel the tissues to grow and 
develop along certain lines. 

If the tissues were to continue through life to be 
flusned with healthy juvenile blood they would retain to 
extreme age much of their youthful nutritional vigor: 
and, contrariwise, if the tissues of a child were fed wits 
senile blood, as actually happens in cases of premature 
senility, they would forthwith: undergo age degeneration. 
On this view the man grows old because his blood grows 


old, the organism being gradually destroyed by means — 


of the blood plasma. 
While we do not yet know the nature of the changes 


which the blood undergoes with advancing years, we may 
be quite certain they are of a definite sort, and that our 
ages are written in our blood as plainly as in our tissues. 

Thus, with the faint hope that the possibility of im- 
mortality resides in our mortal frame, Harry Campbell 
counsels his disciples to refresh their cells wita ceaseless 


injections of purest air, purest water, and at seasonable 


hours of purest, simplest food.

Surgeon Who Has Saved 250,000 Lives. 


AVIOR of 250,000 human lives is Lord 
Lister, the grand old man of surgery,” 
discoverer of a new world in the surgical 
art of the days when the surgeon's pa- 
tients died mysterious and unaccountable 
and delirious deaths after apparently suc- 
cessful operations, leaving the faithful 
surgeons appalled, their reasons put 
to rout. 

When Joseph Lister first made his acquaintance 
with a hospital about sixty years ago, an operation of 
any importance meant almost certain death, while even 
most simple performances of the surgical knife were 
attended with much risk. The wounds refused to heal, 
putrefaction was followed by suppuration, the patients 
lost their minds, and in a startling majority of in- 
stances ended with the loss of their lives. 

It was he who revealed the deadly secret of this 
needless mortality. He found that the putrefaction was 
due to the presence of germs which were introduced 
from the outside; and in carbolic acid he discovered the 
means to destroy these germs, thus by this seemingly 
simple discovery revolutionizing surgery and saving 
a full quarter of a million of lives. Gangrene, 
which had infected 80 per cent of the wounds, vanished 
entirely and the hospitals full of patients with “ their 
compound odor of boiled mutton and sour poultices ” 


were transformed into the dainty dormitories of today, 


where operations which would have been certainly fatal 


in the pre-Listerian times half a century ago, are exe- 
cuted daily without the least peril. 


Almost to a day it is sixty years since the granu 
id man of surgery began studying medicine at Uni- 
versity college, London. He was the son of a prominent 
Fellow of the Royal Society and the inventor practically 
of the modern microscope. He swiftly distinguished 
himself, graduating brilliantly and taking the coveted 
F. R. C. S. before he was 25. After this came a course 
of splendid training under the great surgeon of Edin- 
burgh, Mr. Syme, whose daughter he married, and at 
the early age of 33 he was made the Regius professor 
of surgery at Glasgow. 


It was here that the young professor became viv 
impressed with the terrible mortality following in the 
wake of the surgeon's knife, and it was here that he 
set himself the task of unveiling its mystery. There 
are still living students who saw him first experiment 
in antiseptic surgery by making a paste of carbolic acid 
over the wound, and who remember that “Lister's 
wards” were the healthiest in the world. Their fame 
spread widely abroad. Germany. France, and other con- 
tinental countries adopted his methods with avidity 
and after his repute had become known, European Great 


Britain became a tardy convert to his teaching and knew 
the prophet in his own country. 

Unlike many world benefactors, Joseph Lister has 
happily lived to see the universal triumph of his dis- 
covery and to reap honors such as fall to few men in 
a century. Long years ago the University of Budapest 
conferred an honorary degree on him amid a scene of 
unparalleled enthusiasm.

Bailly a Pioneer Evangelist. 


The old home is still occupied, and by a granddaughter 


the pioneer. Her name is Miss Frances Howe, whose 
mer was an attorney of Chicago. 


Joseph Bailly was a devout Roniar Catholic, as was 
also his wife, and in consequence of a vow approved by 
the authorities of the Roman Catholic church, in the later 
years of their married life, they founded the homestead 
to be the headquarters of the Catholic clergy, they them- 
selves to furnish an example of a Christian civilized life 
to the Indians whom they were helping the clergy to 
convert and civilize, 

The wife of the pioneer evangelist was the daughter 
of a Frenchman and of a woman who was part French and 
part Indian. She was given in marriage by her family 
without any choice of her own. Later on, when a widow 
with three small children, she mét Mr. Bailly in Mackinac, 
Where they both resided. The courtship was brief and 
practical, for the pioneer was likewise a widower. To this 
woman his proposal of marriage was of a character that 
stands unique in the light of proposals of the present age. 
“If you will be a mother to my children I will be a father 
to yours.“ * * 


Wife Wore Gown of Missionary. 

Up to the time of their vow the wife dressed like any 
other woman of her day. In making her vow she adopted 
a garb designed by the priests for women engaged in mis- 
sionary work among the Indians, a modest, simple at- 
tire, suited to life in the backwoods and one which the 
priests desired the savage women to imitate. This dress 
is still in existence, having been retained by the wife and 
mother through a long life of devotion to the cause. 

After the death of Mr. Bailly she never remarried, but 
held herself at the disposition of the church to continue 
in any good work appointed to her. In her old age she 
was advised to chaperon the mother of Miss Howe in her 


unprotected widowhoad, and continued to do so to the day 
of her death. The buildings that still stand to tell the 
story of a day before the great city of Chicago had start- 
ed are interesting in their character. They stand on 
ground, lots of which were surveyed in 1835. There is a 
chapel that was built in 1826. Formerly it was used as a 
kitchen, but today it is a sanctuary and repaired to daily 
for the purpose of worship. There are but two worshipers, 
Miss Howe and a woman companion, but the bell is rung 
just as if there was a large congregation. The old home 
was built of logs in 1834. For years this hut was used by 
the Indians to store their property in the care of Mr. 
Bailly. 

Inside there are a number of relics of the early day. 
There is a bread pan made from the knot of a tree and 
a great variety of other inanimate objects that take one 
or 4 to the times of trials of pioneers.

Historic Log Chapel Erected. 

There is a little cemetery in which the first grave was 
that of a son of the missionary. There is a huge cross of 
oak thirty feet high that stands on a knoll and may be 
seen from a great distance, eside the cross was built 


a log cabin called the chapel, to which Mr. Bailly required 


the family to repair on Sundays for prayer to form in them 
the habit of going somewhere out of the home for worship, 
so that when churches came they would not feel like stay- 
ing away from services. 

Mr. Bailly gave religious instruction every evening to 
Christian Indians, translating from a French history of the 
bible, which is still a relic of the early days of work among 
the red people of the forest. 
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APITON, the most beautiful Indian maiden 
in Michigan, has fallen heir to a “ heap 
big fortune.” So the Chippewa acquaint- 
ances of Wapiton, who is known to white 
people as Mary Blackfoot, who lives in In- 
dian Town, Shiawassee county, describe that 
fortune, | 

It is ‘“‘heap big to, the Indians. To a 
white society belle it would not mean much, for in jewels, 
fancy costumes, and expensive dinners 810,000 would 
not go far. But to Wapiton and to her people $10,000 is 
a great sum. 

Wapiton has a fair education, has learned ‘‘Hiawatha’”’ 
by heart, reads magazines and books, and realizes what 
the money will do for her. But this is not all. The In- 
dian girl may carry through life with her the knowledge 
that a white man, who was rich, good looking, and+kind, 
loved her—loved her, not as white men sometimes love 
pretty Indian maidens but with 4 true love that would 
never die. She knows this because the white man has 
died, and she reasons that he must have loved her a great 
deal to have left her $10,000.

Love of Race Conquers Love. 

In a Michigan school there is another Indian—a strap- 
ping young fellow, who is educating himself to become 
a doctor. Not long from now he will marry Wapiton, and 
the two will begin life on the fortune. 

Wapiton loves her fading race, If it had not been for 
this her story might have been different. She might have 
accepted the love of the white man, and the little brown 
boy with whom she grew up and roamed through the 
swamps and forests would forever have been lonely, even 
in the happy hunting grounds of the hereafter. But she 
loved her race—and the white man loved her even more 
because of it. . 

W. C. Lodge was interested in the Michigan and Wis- 
consin lumber woods and had some interests in the county 
where Mary Blackfoot lived.

way. Men had dealt treacherously with him 
and men had dealt generouslf with him. 
Some old friends had sacrificed him to their 
own needs and some new friends had ‘sacri- 
ficed their own needs for him. He had met 
kindness and harshness; men had falled him 
and men had stood by him, and through it all 
he plowed his own way and came out serene- 
ly in the end with his fortune and with the 
most astounding ee in his fellow man. 


Softened * Hard Struggle. 

I have seen many men come out of their 
struggles imbittered and hard.

“That is my academy,” he explained to me 
one day as we watched a faded specimen of 
manhood shoveling at the drifts.

OUTH is the period of inventiveness. 
Some one has put the period into the 
years between 19 and 24 as the most 
fruitful of results, especially in those 
newer lines of technical industry 

where the technical scholar may stand on 
a higher plane of understanding than does 
the old graduate of the apprenticeship su- 
tems. Out of this condition, prompting the 
young, inexperienced enthusiast to enter the 
field of experiment, the handicap that comes 
of lack of worldly knowledge is keenly felt. 

The situation of a young man in a down- 
town office is typical of many. He ie geo- 
retary and stenographer to the manager of 
the office, with surplus thought and energy 
to spare. He has turned to the field of in- 
vention, and at the present time he is firm 
in the belief that he has some novel, patenta- 
ble designs which, if backed by money and 
followed up judiciously, not only will affect 
the industries to which they apply but will 
prove money makers for the exploiters. 

But he is without capital He lives com- 
fortably, with a little to spare, but in conse- 
quence of this he does not even care to go 
to the expense of taking out his patents 
until he has some further assurance that 
they are all he thinks them to be. He real- 
izes that not every time isan improvement 
in a special line desired by those who may 
be dictating the policy of a certain industry. 
How, then, is he to get this expert expression 
of opinion from an interested expert on an 
unpatented article without leaving himseif 
expesed to the possibility of losing title te 
the ideas?

How to Safeguard Patent. 

Jam not in a position to conduct the pre- 
liminary investigations,“ he writes, and 
I do not wish to pay for patents until I am 
assured something tangible in the possibility 
of a market. At the same time how can I 
protect these ideas unless they are patent- 
ed?” 

In round figures there are 30,000 patents 
issued every year by the patent office in 
Washington at a cost ranging from $65 to 
$100 each, according to the bulkiness of the 
specifications and drawings. Stupendous 
fortunes have been built upon some of these 
patents; life incomes have been assured upon 
many; thousands of them pay good money; 
and tens of thousands are never heard from 
after the grant. Butin every individual case 
there has been enthusiastic dreaming, and in 
most of these cases there have been fears 
that in some manner these inventions may 
be discovered and stolen. What is the poor 
young man to do to safeguard his interests 
and yet keep his money until he is reassured 
that he is not throwing it away? 

Naturally the inventor who is a novice is 
distressed by these fears, and perhaps need- 
lessly, in great measure. In the nature of 
these fears, too, he may plate himself in the 
worst possible position in trying te keep 
his whole purpose in the dark, 

* * 
Few Inventions Are Stolen. 

Not many inventions have been stolen, 
considering the tens of thousands that have 
gone through the red tape of the patent of- 
fice. But if stealing an idea ever is possible, 
one of the best opportunities may be present- 
ed by the inventor himself when he Insists on 
keeping the knowledge of his work from all 
other men. Naturally he becomes secretive 
in manner. He its like the turkey hen in the 
farmyard which, having stolen away her 
nest, puts on an elaborate front of secrecy 
as she mopes end dips and sneaks away 
toward it in order that she may deposit the 
guarded egg in the secreted nest. By her 
actions in this she is detected and may be 
followed straight to her object of concern. 

So it is with the secretive inventor. He 
may be followed, and if under such circum- 
stances a crooked person uncovers the secret 
there is almost nothing to bar him from ap- 
propriating the idea. Naturally theinventor 
himself will have no witnesses whom he can 
bring ‘in testimony, while the skulker will 
have made sure on this point, and in any 
possible contest will be able to leave the in- 
ventor hopelessly without a leg to stand on.

Must Rely on Somebody. 

The antithesis of this procedure is the 
logical course of the inventor who seeks to 
make his position secure. He should have 
some friends in whom he can place reliance. 
He should have his drawings and specifica- 
tions brought together in understandabie 
form. It does not matter if a draftsman hag 
not made these drawings to scale elaborately 
and technically; it does not matter if the 
verbiage of the papers are not according to 
red tape phraseology of the patent office. 
Merely that they shall be understandable is 
sufficient, and in going to one of these friends 
with such a showing the inventor will need 
to have only a written statement to the 
effect that the friend who is to sign it has 
examined the drawings and specifications 
designed to represent the Invention, which 
is for such and such a purpose. This the 
friend will sign. and affix the date of the ex- 
amination. One friend who will do this ig 
good; half a dozen friends’ signatures are 
still better. Under such circumstances 1s 
this, if some one should confiscate the ideas 
of the original inventor there would be proof 
of priority in the idea. This is a safeguard

UST how easily a man may enter the busi- 
ness of job printing is suggested by the 
experience of our own pressroom fore- 
man ‘who the other night went into a 
barbershop to get shaved. In course 

of the barber’s work he confided that in the 
rear of the shop he had a small job press; 
that he was going to buy another; and that 
business was exceptionally good this win- 
ter! 

But how difficult may be the work of the 
job printer in all its details may be demon- 
strated in the statement that in most cases 
the printed product of his shop is just so 
much money to the customer who has or- 
dered it. and that in consequence the cus- 
tomer is depending upon the execution of his 
order to the day, hour, and even minute of 
the printer’s promise. An hour late may 
spoil the whole stock as ordered by the cus- 
tomer. And a hundred unforeseen things 
may make the execution of such an order so 
nearly impossible that when every possible 
agency of haste and hurry has been em- 
ployed, the- clock may have completed the 
striking of the hour fixed for the delivery 
before the work is in the customer’s hands.

System Vital to Job Business. 

The best man or institution for which the 
printer may work is that man or house which 
first of. all is most particular about its work, 
which is most exacting.of promptness, and 
which in consequence is the surest, promptest 
pay. Out of thig combination of circum- 
stances and conditions the reader will be pre- 
pared for the statement that the job printer, 
more than almost any other man, must find 
his foundations of business in system. 

System in job printing, however, is an evo- 
lution, and before system can evolve there 
must be the established job office. In this 
connection it may be said that too many boys 
just out of school are seeing nothing ahead 
of them but the pen and desk in some large 
general office. Boys who are willing to 
“rough it just a few years in the printing 
business may escape the dull routine of cler- 
ical life and at the same time prepare to 
enter a growing industrial field upon whicn 
s0 many other industries are depending.

Knowledge of Stock Essential. 

Knowledge of stock, perhaps, is the first 
essential in a new printing plant which ts 
to prove a successful venture. Paper is 
the first item in importance in a job room 
and inks are the least considered. White 
paper may cost the printer 54% cents a pound 
or it may cost him 30 cents. A piece of pa- 
per which costs 15 cents a pound may be 
cheaper than a piece costing only 10 cents, 
for the reason that the one cuts economically 
with no waste, while the other shows a wide 
margin for the waste basket. To be able to 
feel a sheet of paper and intuitively know 
its class and strength and finish, as well as 
price, is something that will mean much for 
the success of any printing plant. 

Twelve hundred to $1,500 will equip com- 
fortably a small office out of which a com- 
petent man should make more than a living 
in the first year. But regardless of his com- 
petence as printer, pressman, and connoisseur 
of stock; regardless of his place of business 
and its equipment, and above all the innate 
business capabilities of such a man, he must 
have friends and agreeable personal ac- 
quaintances. It is on the personal consid- 
eration, always, that a new man gets his 
business. Advertising for his advertising 
will not bring business to him.

‘Going Into Debt Wrecks Many. 

Going deeply into' debt for a model plant 
is ‘a rock upon which many beginners are 
stranded. The average supply house is keen 
in its sales departments, and encouragements 
are offered the beginner to establish himself 
beyond his means as well as beyond his ex- 
pectations of the immediate future. He may 
load up with a lot of type for which he will 
not have use within the next five years, pro- 
vidéd his business lasts ¥o long. His presses 

may | be far beyond the needs of the present. 
2 notes and interest will fall due with the 
certainty of the caiendar. 

Considering à plant showing $1,200 invest- 
ed, with a thirty or sixty day balance in the 
nearest bank, four flat presses may be re- 
garded necessary. The type for an office do- 
ing general work will be suitable for cards, 
handbills, and letterheads. The paper stock 
may be bought as it is needed, as may the 
ink. The quantity of the work which comes 


in will determine for the capable man the 
number of employés. 

But, however auspiciously he may, start, 
the job printer must settle down to the fact 
that there are only nine or ten business 
months in the year. The other two or three 
months largely are represented on the wrong 
side of the ledger by expenditures for rent, 
light, and the fixed charges that hold against 
any established business. He must prepare 
for these summer months of dead dullness, 
and if, in considering these, he sees that nis 
rst year is going to bring in a gross income 
of $7,500, he has every reason to take heart 
and hope. How much net gain this sum 
means to him will be determined by his busi- 
ness capabilities and management.

To be half an hour 
late in the delivery of an order—to have 
one little-typographical error in even the 
copy that has been O. K.d by the customer— 
the least chance of quibble over the quality 
of a paper—any one of these 3 quick to 
inspire a doubtful customer to some kind of 
sharp practice, When the white paper has 
been spoiled by the imprints of type, no 
matter how perfectly the work of printing is 
done, the printer is at the mercy of the 
crooked customer. It is spoiled paper for 
the printer; it is worth nothing to anybody 
but the customer. He knows this better, if 
anything, than does the printer. Here, then, 
is his opportunity. He may ask for credit 
on the atrength of the quibble; he may insist 
on a sharp cut in the price of the work; he 
may work himself into a passion and refuse 
to take the work at any price. 

In this last position the printer has no re- 
course. The average amount of am order, 
the year through, is not large in the big 
shops. A job shop with a machinery and 
stock inventory of 320,000 may find the aver- 
age price of its jobs less than $5; an average 
of $7 is big. To go to court for a sum under 
$50 to $100 is foolishness. Better make the 
best of the bad bargain and thereafter cut 
the customer off the list. The type is well 
rid of at the price.

Cost of Job Work Deceptive. 

This matter of job work is deceptive in its 
character. You may get an order fora piece 
of work which will go under the arm of a 
messenger boy and the bill may be $200. An- 
Other job will be delivered in a two horse 
truck and the bill be $100. Still another de- 
livery by messenger may involve a bill of 
$1.25. I recall a year’s work of a plant which 
inventoried $6,500, stock and machinery. 
The shop turned out 4,644 jobs in the twelve 
months, with a gross charge of $30,786.50, an 
average of $6.62 for each job. And the high- 
est average of that shop in its whole exist- 
ence-was only $9.76 for each order.

filled a pigeonhole with letters he tied up the 
package and threw it into another box. Pres- 


ently a clerk would come along, making his 


rounds of the distributing cases, gathering 
up the tied packages and carrying them 
to some distant part of the building, where 


at another case a man would be at work 
The man carry- 


up on his arm until they would reach his 
A false step would send the whole lot 


* * 
Electricity Does the Work. 

Today, when a package is tied up, a belt 
carries the package to a table where the dis- 
tributer is at work. He picks up a package 
that is marked Nebraska. He fits it into a 
Then he 
touches a lever, and away the carrier scuds 
to a distant part of the floor. It passes 
cases marked Iowa or Missouri, picks out 
Nebraska, and there dumps the package. A 


clerk who is up on Nebraska cuts the twine, 


and soon his deft fingers and quickened mind 
are distributing the letters to the particular 
routes that will get them home quickest. 

So perfectly constructed and accurately 
arranged is this system that the carrier will 


pass a dozen states and drop a package of 
letters on the proper table.

Mall by 
the wagon load is emptied into these metal 
contrivances. Below every ounce of it is 
taken away by machinery, and each ma- 
chine delivers its load to the right place. 

In no postoffice in the world are there so 
many different. kinds of machinery that have 
bgen made to think. There are great wide 
belts that seem to be carrying a ton of mail 
in a few square yards of its surface. That 
great belt picks out its own places to dump 
its load. There are other mechanical con- 
trivances that take the mail from one floor 
to another, and no one ever detected them 
opening up at the wrong place. 

„ * 
Result of Architectural Blunder. 

The installation of so much ingenious ma- 
chinery resulted from an architectural blun- 
der. The driveway in the basement of the 
postoffice isn’t ahything less than a seventy- 
foot miscalculation. For that length the 
requisite number of wagons to handle the 
mail may not get in or out without a jam. 
Mail to the postoffice is brought in three 
ways, from the big metal maws on the side- 
walk, in wagons over the narrow basement 
drive, and via the big bores that cohnect 
the railway stations. It requires quick work 
to clear away the loads that come from these 
three sources. The only way to accomplish 
the task was to invent and install machinery. 
that would be almost as brainy as a! man. 
Uncle Sam was appealed to and he put up 
$200,000 to invent, make, and install the ma- 
chinery. It has taken time, there has been 
some overhauling, some alterations, but it 
has been done, and today, while all of the de- 
tails have not been completed, it is a working 
marvel.

The bestma- Made from 
terial for the purpose is said 
to be carded cotton. The ar- Cotton. 
tificial product is of an even white color, of 
silky touch, and when pressed together has 
some of the characteristic crackle of genuine 
silk, which in brilliancy it much excels. For 
trimmings it is said to be preferred to the 
natural silk, while for embroidery it is ideal, 
the luster adding much to the appearance. 
In hats it may be made to take the place 
of straw with good results. It forms an ex- 
cellent imitation of human hair, as soft as the 
natural growth and not to be distinguished 
therefrom. It is also cleaner and cheaper. 
There appears to be an increasing demand 
for the artificial silks even in silk-producing 
countries. Germany and France lead in its 
manufacture. 


Paper saucepans belonged to the equipment 
of the Japanese soldier in Manchuria. Com- 
pressed paper pulp is impregnated with cer- 
tain salts and molded into the form of pans, 
which, because of their lightness, are most 
portable.

ene System in Groceries 
- Revolutionizes Trade Ways. 


T the present time the grocery business 
is in a state of evolution. The tin 
can, glass jar, pasteboard carton, bag, 
box, and oiled paper are the overturn- 
ing influences acting upon methods 

and conditions bearing upon the old time gro- 
cery trade. The customer at retail wants his 
goods delivered to him in a package. The 
manufacturer and jobber in “ straight ss 
goods encourage the iuea. The retail grocer 
finds a simplified business, a cleaner, surer 
profit, and the minimum of time and labor 
in dispensing these package goods to his 
customers. It is the age of the illustrated, 
printed package in the grocery business, and, 
with the introduction of one package to a new 
line of commodity, the grocer feels the 
pressure of demand for packages for half a 
dozen other lines that have not been adapted 
to box, jar, or carton. 

Seriously, as well as in the comic papers, 
prunes always have been associated with 
the grocery store. Fifteen years ago, when 
a grocer in a big city bought his prunes, he 
got them in a tremendous packing case 
weighing 5,000 pounds, and stamped with 
the hieroglyphics of the Turkish growers and 
customs ports. With the coming of the 
American prune and raisin the handy pack- 
ing box is coming, assuring to the customer 
cleanliness, freedom from insect ravages, a 

full weight, and the undeteriorated favor of 
the fruit. 
= a 
Sanitary Era in Groceries. 

Without doubt cleanliness and sanitation 
have been the greatest forces leading 
to this evolution of the package store. 
The consumer, with his knowledge of germs 
and their menace, his digposition to fear adul- 
terants, and always his repugnance against 
the unnecessary handling of the things he 
has to eat, caused him to lead, rather than 
follow, the idea of the package with the name 
of the packer stamped upon the outer cover- 
ing. This acknowledged source of a packed 
commodity carried an assurance with it 
which no grocer’s parcel in brown paper ever 
lied given the customer. Then, in the same 
‘Measure, this same package relieved the dis- 
pensing grocer ot the authority for its excel- 
dence. With only these things in favor cf 
the package the evolution of the grocery 
business was made plain. 

But in a hundred other ways the old time 
grocer, looking on at the package business in 
the modern grocery store, may see where his 
old methods were more than archaic by com- 
‘parison. 

The groctr selling in packages, first of all, 
has an absolute assurance against the inaccu- 

: racies of the average clerk who handles 
_ weights and measures. This clerk is not a 
scholarly, systematic man. Hé may be hur- 
red beyond measure. He may be tired out 
\ late in a long day. If he makes a mistake 
dn the acales and gives out too much he cheats 
‘the house of profits; if he weighs too little he 
e almost as likely to antagonize the cus- 
5 and lose the trade for his house. At 
at all times, the customer, look-

in a bag which should have held a dozen; a 
pound of crackers, full weight, but with half 
of the squares broken and dogeared; a parcel 
improperly wrapped, which on the way toa 
customer would burst open, spilling half the 
contents—these conditions in the business of 
the old time grocer left him especially open 
to the suggestion of the package trade. 

On the other side of his business, too, the 
old timer had many guesses coming. For 
instance, he bought a barrel of cucumber 
pickles. The manufacturer who sold it to 
him probably said there were 1,000 pickles 
in the barrel. Not unlixely it contained 800, 
with eight inches of salt sediment in the bot- 
tom. How could the grocer, paying for 1,000 
cucumbers and doubting the number, fix his 
own retail price to his own customer in any 
certainty? 

How could this same grocer, buying a 
thirty pound box of soda crackers, fix readily 
his retail price when he had to consider the 
problems of down weights, the breaking of 
the crackers, the deteriorations and losses 
that came of the goods lying around in the 
open boxes, subject to moisture, dirt, and 
the petty inroads of the cheese and cracker 
fiend? N ‘ 

* — 
Heavy Loss on Bulk Goods. 

Considering the old time grecery store, it 
might be said that three-fourths of all the 
goods he handled in bulk was subject to a 
legitimate loss in weight, and to this extent 


A deterioration in quality apd flavor. But 


this illegitimate loss that came first through 
a short count from the jobber and later 
through the petty shopliftings of the loaef- 
ing, inquiring, but nonpurchasing “ cus- 
tomer” was a terror to the average small 
grocer. These losses made hia business as 
much a guess as the package trade makes 
it a certainty. 

It may be set down as 0 that if ever 
the package grocery ceases for any reason 
to exist it will be against the strenuous, 
hard fighting of the package grocerykeeper. 
When package groceries have evolved to in- 
clude every line handled by the grocer—if 
that shall be possible—the package grocer 
will have the simplest, surest business in 
the world. It will be possible then for him 
to make an almost absolute statement of his 
condition of business every night in the 
week. How shall this be possible! 

In the first place, he will know almost at a 
glance what his sales for the day have been. 
He will know that neither more nor less has 
been handed out to a customer than the 
package paid for hes guaranteed. He will 
have got the packed commodity at a certain 
fixed price, and it will have been sold at the 
fixed. retail figure beyond any reasondbie 
chance of mistake. And with all of this in 
favor of the packed commodity, the whole 
business of receiving the goods into the 


it to the delivery wagon, and the final dump- 
ing of it on the kitchen table of the custom- 
er will have saved the grocer at least one- 


will be glad to have the commodity in a 
staple package, If even he have to put his 
own name and address upon the wrepper ir. 
identification. For instance, bulk prunes of 
good quality may be bought for 12 cents a 
pound, net. If they are packed at once ina 
proper carton in a proper way they can be 
handled satisfactorily by a careful man and 
without loss. Thus a pound of 12 cent prunes 


lin a carton will cost the grocer 13 cents, while 


the package may be sold to the consumer for 
18 cents, giving a clean, sure profit of 5 
cents on every package handled. 

Naturally as the neatness and general ap- 
pearance of a grocery package mean much 
in the sale of its contents, the general tend- 
ency of the package commodity will be to 
enforce tidiness and display of goods to every 
advantage on the part of the grocer. Goods 
that a few years ago were in boxes, barrels, 
and bales which served to litter up the best 
kept store now are placed on shelves down 
the sides of a storeroom and in the front 
windows, dressing the room attractively and 
at the same time doing as much as the sales- 
man can do in suggesting purchases for the 
customer who has his eyes about him.

Name Must Carry Guarantee. 

Package goods carrying the name of the 
producer or jobber or retailer are the goods 
par excellence of the present and of the 
future. The guarantee of the packer must 
go with every package. This is an implied 
condition which the customer will insist upon. 
A man may go to John Smith’s grocery store 
and buy a commodity from a bulk case, tak- 
ing it home to find it distinctly second class, 
Yet he may use this commodity to the end 
out of its common brown bag, unmarked, 
while if the stuff had been In a eardboard 
earton bearing the name of John Smith the 
goods wauld have been returned with in- 
dignant protest. 

It is in handling package goods that the 
grocer finds his protection against the opera- 
tion of the food laws. Goods coming in an 
original package from the manufacturer or 
his agents and sold in that package by the 
retail grocer leaves the grocer free of legal 
entanglements if the goods shall have been 
adulterated. If goods are bought in bulk 
and weighed and sold by the grocer at retail 
the customer finding short weight or qdulter- 
ation has recourse against the grocer. 


* * 
Spice Trade Proves Point. 

No plainer showing of the responsibility 
of the firms packing groceries can be shown 
than has been marked in the spice trade in 
the last fifteen years. In 1890 at least 65 per 
cent of all spices was sold in bulk, much of 
It was ground, and even more of it adulter- 
ated. Today virtually all spices are in pack- 
ages, ground, and in the grinding and pack- 
ing and iabeling of these spices the public 
has its chief assurance that it is getting the 
best that the markets afford. Nobody today 
would buy ground spices from a bulk can, 
and nobody who buys his whole spices with 
the intent to grind them himself can feel 


that he ts getting any better commodit# than 
is served in packages by a responsible manu- — 


facturer of spices who expects to remain 
successfully in business.

The Art— 


Of bringing furs up to date is one which can 
be easily practiced at home this winter. The 
new furs, like the late jackets, are things of 
frocks and frills, that is, the most beautiful 
and costly ones are, and it is herein that there 
is a chance both to enlarge an old fur set 
and to give it something of the elaborate- 
ness which pervades everything. 

An ermine set which was fabulous in price 
had a part of its beauty in a simple treatment 
which could be applied to any set of the 
shorter furs. The foundation of the neck 
plece was a simple collarette with an up- 
standing collar, not high and with the edges 
cut in shallow points. Around thecollar was 
drawn a scarf of white point d’esprit, being 
held on at the back and throat and down the 
front as far as the collar reached with small 


rosettes of the net. 


The net had been treated to a fine accordion 
plaiting, and just at the points of the collar 
it was allowed to hang out loosely into a 
long scarf. This was edged on the bottom 
with a deep ruffie, also gathered full by 
means of the plaiting. It was made entirely 
of parallel rows of the point d’esprit footing 
and a heavy val edging of the same width. 
This same crimped edge was frilled in all 
around underneath the edge of the collar, and 
allowed to project to a good depth. The re- 
sult was an extremely full and fluffy collar- 
ette, which had the effect of being large with- 
out really having much fur in it. 

The muff was still easier to manipulate 
from fur already on hand. It was absolutely 
unpadded and was simply a piece doubled 
over and cut in three points on the bottom, 
the middle one being a little the larger. 
Where it was tacked together at the lower 
edge it was wrinkled up, with the effect of 
being slightly gathered, which drew it around 
to a little bit of a resemblance to the conven- 
tional idea of a muff shape. With the same 
plaited ruffles of net set under the lower 
edge the muff was even prettier than the 
collar. The same idea could be excellently fol- 
lowed out in black plaited muslin ruffies for 
black furs or in dark brown chiffon for brown 
pelts, while for a squirrel or chinchilla set 
the addition of gray chiffon to exactly match 
would result in a dressy set which would be 
almost impossible to duplicate.

Laces 


Should be cleaned according to the material 
of the lace. Silk lace should be stretched 
evenly over small, clean, thin wooden boards 
and laid overnight in warm milk. This 
should be rinsed out in fresh, warm water, 
and it should be soaked as many hours more 
im a strong solution of soap. At the last it 
should be rinsed thoroughly without rub- 
bing. 

Linen lace should be wrapped on a bottle 
which has first been covered with muslin or 
flannel. After the lace is stretched on, a 
piece of coarse, open erinoline should be 
stretched -over it and sewed lightiy. Soak 


ue Wrapping dn soap and a piece of 
flannel. Afterward steep the bottle for sume 
hours in soft, clean water. It may then be 
dipped in a thin starch water and rolled be- 
tween dry towels. After it is taken off the 
bottle press it between a napkin. 

To starch nice laces first squeeze them 


. through soap suds and rinse. Add bluing to 


the starch if you wish them white or a few 
teaspoonfuls of clear coffee if you wish them 
yellow. Squeeze out of the starch and roll 
up in towels. Pull gently into shape every 
little while with the fingers and pin on the 
ironing table. Press between tissue paper 
with a hot iron after it is dry, punch the 
openings with a stiletto, and pick out the 
edge loops with a pin, when. it can be made 
to look like new lace. This plan will succeed 
with applique or any of the nonsilk laces 
which do not take washing readily.

A House teepe abs 

Who raises 1 a cheerful voice in the midst 
of the general woe of the servant girl ques- 
tion is one who has tried a variation, the 
profit sharing system for the reduction of 
her gas bills. What was agreed upon as 4 
fair Umit was decided upon after striking 
an average of the bills of different months, 
and the housemald was to have the sum 
saved if the bill fell any under that amount. 
The result was a shining success in the bill 
never reaching to the stipulated sum, much 
to the joy of the employer, who considered 
it moderate as compared to former excesses. 

The sharing of profits negatively is the 
only way that a system successful in other 
industries can be applied to the domestic 
problem. It is believed by leading students 
in domestic science to hold the most hope 
of anything that has yet been tried for its 
betterment. The arguments urged for it 
are that it makes the interests of mistress 
and maid one instead of their being antag- 
onistic, as they often are, and also that they 
teach the value of ma‘<erials. 

A university graduate tried the plan after 
she had been keeping house a year and a 
half. It was in a little college town, where 
provisions were classed as high.“ There 
were three grown up people in the family 
besides the Irish maid, who was a little be- 
yond the average perhaps in intelligence 
and ambition. Forty dollars a month was 
allowed for living expenses, including gro- 
ceries, meats, fish, poultry, butter, milk, ice, 
light, fuel, and incidental expenses, which 
included breakage and the replacing of worn 
out kitchen utensils. Good materials were 
purchased and nothing was thrown away, 
with a plain and simple scheme of cooking, 
waich always provided enough. 

The codperation was managed cleverly 
by the mistress of the house planning the 
menus, especially the ways in which left- 
overs could be used. She priced ali the ar- 
ticles in the markets carefully each week 
before she decided upon the bil! of fare, and 
made it out accoridingly. She also kept ac- 
curate track and did the paying of the week- 
ly accounts. The maid gave all the orders 
for the supplies, handling everything and 
Carrying out the menus. Whatever was 
over was t6 be divided equally between the 
mistress and maid. 

Before trying this plan the expenses had 
been running from $1 to $2 over the $40. 
The first month they were reduced to $36.74 
without any perceptible falling off in the 
quality of lying. The second month two 
labor saving appliances were indulged in 
for the kitchen, which cost $5.70, and this, 
with the house money, amounted to $43.75, 
showing a saving of $1.95. The maid had 
the choice here of going without them or 
turning in the saving to help get them, and 
she chose getting them. The third month 
the inevitable happened in the way of com- 
pany, and the expenses reached $41.58. There 
were two guests for two weeks. The fourth 
month the amount was $36.28.

TURKEY OLIVES—wselect the nicest slices 
of turkey, cut thin, and spread each with a 
mixture of bread -crumbs and chopped 
oysters. Season this with melted butter, 
salt, pepper, minced celery, and a little to- 
mato catsup. Roil up tight and tie. Dust 
with seasoning, dredge with flour, and fry 
slowly in hot butt with golden brown. 

TURKEY TOAST—Chop’ cold turkey nne 
and let it simmer for fifteen minutes, with 
just enough gravy or stock .o cover it, a 
lump of butter, and salt, pepper, and mus- 
tard to season. Have ready small squares 
of buttered toast, spreau we turkey over it, 
and serve. 

ESCALLOPED TURKEY—F'll a buttered 
dish with alternate layers of chopped tur- 
key, bread crumus, and cream sauce, using 
one scant pint of sauce to each large cupful 
of meat, and season each layer to taste. 
Cover the top with buttered crumbs and bake 
in a moderate oven until nicely browned. 
[See 4.] 

TURKEY. LEGS D.. Eb. Place the 
legs and thighs left over from the turkey 
on a gridiron over a low fire and turn every 
three or four minutes. Waen well broiled 
on both sides take them off. Roll in mus- 
tard and bread crumbs and pour melted but- 
ter over them. 

TURKEY GIBLETS WITH TURNIPS— 
Cut both wings of a tur.ey thto three pieces 
each, the neck into three or four, and the 
gizzard into three. Mince an onion, add two 
tabiespoonfuls of butter in a saucepan, and 
when hot put in the gib.ets and brown, sea- 
soning with salt and pepper. When brown 
drain out a little of the fat, stir in a table- 
spoonful of flour, moisten with à pint of 
cold broth or water, and keep stirring until 
it comes to a boil, adding one onion with 
two cloves in it and a little parsley. Parboil 
about thirty pieces of turnips cut up like 
olives; then fry and brown them in butter, 
add them to the stew, and simmer the whole 
for about an hourandahalf. Set the sauce- 
pan on one side, skim off all the fat, take out 
the onion and parsley, and serve the giblets 
in a deep dish.

MRS. RORER’S WAY.—Boil and mash four 
good sized potatoes. Pick % pound of cod- 
fish apart, scald, and drain it, cover with 
cold water, bring to the scalding point 
again. Do this three times, then press it dry 
and add to the potatoes. Add one tablespoon- 
ful butter, one saltspoonful of pepper, and 
yolks of twoeggs. Mix thoroughly, form into 
balls ‘a little larger than English walnuts, 
dip into beaten egg, roll in breadcrumbs, 
and fry in hot lard. Serve plain or with 
tomato sauce. 

MRS. HILL’S WAY.—Cut six medium 
sized potatoes into quarters. Put the cod- 
fish, picked into tiny bits, above the potatoes 
in a saucepan and pour boiling water about 
(not over) the potatoes. Do not quite cover 
them with the water. Cook until tender. 
Drain off the water and set the saucepan, 
covered with a cloth, on the back of the 
range, to dry the potatoes. Mash thorough- 
ly. A potato ricer is the best for this purpose. 
The fish should be shaken from the pota- 
toes, as it will not readily pass through the 
ricer. Add salt if needed, and pepper to 
taste. Beat an egg until white and yolk are 
well mixed. Add gradually a little of be fish 
ball mixture, and when blended return to 
that in the saucepan and heat thoroughly. 
Snape the mixture with the hands into small 
balls and press lightly into shape. Fry in 
deep fat, smoking hot, to an amber color. 
Use a Trying basket, and cook not more than 
ve at a time. Reheat the fat after each 
frying. Avoid the use of fat that has been 
reheated many times. Serve with mustard, 
or with horseradish, tomato, or Tartare 
sauce. 

HOTEL MAJESTIC WAY.—Free two 
pounds of codfish from all bones; chop it 
and season with salt, pepper, grated nutmeg, 
and a little finely chopped lemon peel, auding 
chopped parsley, marjoram, a little soaked 
breadcrumbs with the water drained well out. 
Mix altogether with two eggs and form into 
balls:the size of a tomato. Fry a large sliced 
onion in two ounces of butter, add a teacup 
of boiling water, let it boil up, then put in 
the balls. When cooked gently over the fire 
heat three eggs in a vessel, steam in the 
juice of two large lemons, aauing a Httle 
chopped parsley, stir this well in, without 
letung it boil. Then dish up the balls and 
steam the sauce over. Garnish with parsley.

Plays at $50 Each. 


The artistic soul of a Pinero, a Shaw, or a 
Gillette probably would be wounded too deep- 
ly for words if any of these dramatists or 
any of the other playwrights who stand 
in the first class were asked to turn out a 
play in.a couple of weeks and for the play 
secure from $50 to $100. Yet in Chicago there 
are several dramatists who delight in writing 
these rapid fire dramas and who take their 
earnings without suffering any inconvenience 
artistic or otherwise. 

That there is a steady call for unpublished 
plays is known to only a few of the many 
persons in Chicago who are continually writ- 
ing plays. The average man or woman who 
has written a play flies with it at once to a 
metropolitan manager or actor. Here in Chi- 
cago there are places where the play could 
be easily sold, but this fact escapes the am- 
ditious amateur.

Instead of sending the precious manuscript 
to some manager or play agent, the wise 
dramatist who aims to keep the pot boiling 
takes his work to any one of half a dosen 
play publishers who have offices in Chicago 
and who continually are upon the lockout 
for new plays. These playa are bought as 
soon as they are approved. The usual rate 
is $50. The play is then printed and in book- 
form ig sold throughout this country, in 
fact, throughout the entire English speaking 
world, to amateur dramatic clubs and socie- 
ties. It would be too great a strain upon 
the financial resources of these amateurs 
for them to pay the heavy royalties that are 
exacted by the owners of playe which have 
met with professional success. Most of the 
old time succesees that the amateurs used to 
play have been played threadbare. There 
is always now an insistent demand for new 
stuff.“ 

These novelties come mostly from the pro- 
fessional playmakers, although there are 


several amateurs who turn out acceptable 


work regularly and who are content to take 
their $50 or $75 or $100 a play. The publisher 
paye the nominal fee that is necessary to 
copyright the piece, and all rights to pro- 
fessional performance remg!n vested in the 
writer of the play.

After the playwright has sold to a play 
publisher the right tq publish the play he 
finds it harder to get professional managers 
and actors to consider it as material for 
the professional stage. Cases are on record, 
however, of plays that have attained suc- 


_e@ess on the professional stage after the

The play publisher, as soon as he buys one 


of these mage to order plays, lists it in his 


catalogue. These catalogues are kept up 
to date and they are matled to amateur dra- 
matic clubs in all parts of the world. A 
synopsis of the play is given together with 
‘the number of men and women characters 
in it. The price also is affixed. The price 
is usually 25 cents for the book which con- 
tains the play. There is no copying out of 
parts on sides,“ as the pages of a pro- 
feesiona! actor’s part are known. The ama- 
teurs who buy the play books from the pub- 
Hsher have the whole play before them as 
they learn their lines. On the professional 
stage the actor has only the lines and busi- 
ness of his own part, together with the cues.

Mr. Davis was asked to rewrite it, but of 
course he wouldn't. In the new version that 
New York gets now the prose is by Mark 
Swan and the verses and their tunes are by 
eleven persons—including Jackson Gouraud.

There is excuse for digression as to Mr. 
Gouraud’s contribution. He was born to af- 
fluence, but lost it, and was thwacking a 
piano for a living when a young Crocker 
widow, with Crocker millions, came across 
him. They married and are living happliy 
ever after—thus far, anyway—aes indicated 


by their resplendent occupancy of front seats 


on opening nights. Jack Gouraud’s balled 
in “The Press Agent is entitled “ ‘The 
Hammock,” it employed the principal so- 
prano with a languorous chorus, and the per- 
fcrmance was halted by calls for the author. 
But he slid down modestly in his seat till 
he sat on the middle of his back and staid 
so until the danger had passed over. But 
the rooters for Gouraud didn’t have things 
all their own way. A party of Lambs didn’t 
bleat—-they howled like wolves—for Gustave 
Lerker’s compositions, a band of vaudeville 
friends of Ben Jerome made a noise for his 
songs, and the cohorts of half a dosen music 
publishers took care of the ado for other en- 
tries in the competition. 

But Mr. Dailey, the Tenderloin’s own pet 
Pete, was getting neither help on the stage 
nor encouragement in the auditorium. Dai- 
ley used to mend and ratch his roles at Web- 
er and Fields’, and he may do it with this 
faker of a showman, who, in “ The Press 
Agent,“ goes to South America with a com- 
pany of girls and there turns war correspond- 
ent; but on the first night the responsibill- 
ty of a star actor seemed to crush his cour- 
age and leave him merely an eighth of a ton 
ef pulp.

During inter missions the orchestra plays, 
but no one pays the slightest attention to it. 
Folk chat, or eat cake, for cake sellers parade 
the assles even while the play is on, selling 
their wares for 1 te consumption, 
The first nobles of the court may be seen 
munching ginger bread men and the great 

white cookies, while wrapt in interest on the 
Play. Out in the lobby candies also are sold, 
and in great quantities, between the per- 
formances, 

The performance is over at 10:30, and every 
one flocks either to an adjoining café or else 
to coffee houses of a lower sort. In the for- 
mer there ig a military band discoursing, and 
Servian life is at its best. In cafés of the 
lower sort, where dirty white cloths and 
thick tobacco smoke prevail, the orchestra 
is replaced by a small string band, and two 
girls sing, collecting from the audience, as 
do the players in Sofia, after each act of the 
performance.

While Bulgaria has not a national theater, 
in the sense of an institution subsidized or 
supported by the state, still there ig but one 
theater of any real size in the principality, 
and that is patronized by all who have the 
price, from Prince Ferdinand himeelf down. 
This institution is so closely akin to what 
the theaters were in Shakspeare’s day as to 
warrant description. 

There is a tiny box office at one side, a door- 
way opening out upon a narrow, squalid 
alley. One buys his ticket and passes in. 
The floor is earth, hard tramped by countless 
legions of theatergoers. The auditorium is 
a small, square room, from out of the gloom 
of whose recesses two ‘gratings, white- 
washed and besmutted, are seen, stretching 
from the stage to the door at the rear, and 
serving as palinge to divide off all the house 
to right and left from the pit just before 
the footlights. Behind these, to either side 
of this pit—the orchestra chairs of our own 
theaters—as in the days of Shakspeare in 
England—the third class, or rabble, now 
gather, these being the cheapest places. 
Seats there are none in this part of the build- 
ing, and so the mob stands, leaning one on 
his neighbor, jostling, and occasionally 
swearing, as they tiptoe to look over the 
heads of the ones just before. In the pit 
itself, so placed that the end seats of either 
row almost touch the palings that screen off 
the motley assemblage, are the seats of the 
upper classes of Sofia. Above the enfenced 
areas, on each side, resting an the ceiling to 
the cages, as it were, are the loges of the 
ultra-fashionable — square boxes, each 
adorned with a cheap chromo. Chairs, such 
as are found in the pit itself, here likewise 
await the theatergoer. In the rear of the 
playhouses, in this same tier, too, is the 
royal box, tawdry, likewise, in its equip- 
ments. 

At 9 the performance begins, and until 
then the orchestra dispensed our own Amer- 
ican ragtime, which is encountered in the 
darkest wilds of the Balkans, while the 


' crowds jostle and keep up a continuous scat- 
tering applause, as might boys at a circus 


performance at home. In and out, both 
among the standing and the seated—the lat- 
ter, like the former, keeping on their hats, 
in the case of both sexes—pass dirty boys, 
selling beer, mineral water, and peanuts. 
Programs there are none, and so folk indulge 
in thege for relaxation. 


> 

The eurtain rises to a bit of pantomime. 
Then to other acts in which stock charac- 
ters,“ such as Ben Jonson delighted to take 
part in, to represent the several virtues, 
vices, and humers. Signs are hung at one 
side, telling where the scene is laid, sup- 
posedly. Scenery and stage furnishings are 
of the most primitive sort, and between 
scenes these are changed in full view of the 
audience. Players, after their acts, mingle 
with the audience, collecting, as at Bel- 
grade. At half past 11 the hand bell has been 
rung for the last time, to indicate a new 
act about to open, and the play is over of 
perhaps as primitive a theater as any in 


Europe.

Strangely in contrast to it is the royal 
theater of Roumania at Bucharest. The up- 
per class Rouman ie Parisian in his tastes, 
wintering largely in Paris, and hence having 
the Gallic love for the theater.
